REPORT 


It Has Safely Reached 
the Capital,

MOVE TO DRAW REVOLVERS. 


Somebody Jostled Against the 
Big Package. 


Secretary Long Did not Receive 
it Last Night.

CAPT. SIGSBEE AND THE WRECK. 


Blanco Makes Much Ado Over a Re- 
quest That Dynamite Be Used 
by Divers—One of the Latter 
Found Explosives Intact. 


_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The re- 
port-of the naval board of inquiry 
into the Maine disaster was received 
in Washington at 9:35 o’clock tonight. 
The four naval officers who have 
guarded it, watch and watch, since 
its departure from Key West, were 
hurried at once into a carriage by an 
attaché of the Naval Department and 
driven to #he House, where 
they tried to catch a little much- 
needed sleep, and at the same time 
withstand the crowd of - newspaper 
men who thronged the lobby in hopes 
of some stray bits of information 
which had escaped the numerous cor- 
respondents along the route. _ 

The party consisted of Lieutant- 
Commander Marix, Lieut. John Hood, 
Lieut. Carl Jungen, Passed Assistant 
Engineer Bowers, A. T. Marix, a 
nephew of the judge-advocate, and. 
Ship Carpenter Helms of the Maine's 
ill-fated crew. 

There was an immense crowd wait-, 
ing at the depot when the train 
pulled in. The naval contingent .was 
in the last sleeper of the train, and 
deftly avoided the crush of. citizens 
by alighting at the upper end of the 
platform and going across the tracks. 
They were thoroughly tired, and Com- 
mander Marix was asleep in a corner 
when the train pulled in, and was 
gently shaken into sensibility by his 
companions, who were on guard. 

The party was met at the steps of 
the car by Lieut. Ward of the Navy 
Department, who was the sole repre- 


sentative of Secretary Long. He in- 
formed Commander Marix that the 
Secretary would not receive the _ re- 


port tonight and, gathering the tired 
travelers under his protection, made 
for the hack-stand through the rapid- 
ly-thickening crowd which, balked of 
its prey at the gate, had swarmed 
out over the pavement to get a 
glimpse at the outside of the much- 
heralded report. ; 
Lieut. Hood, as the most muscular 
member of the party, carried the bulky 
document in a white canvas bag 
slung under his arms. It must have 
weighed ten or twenty pounds with- 
out its carrying case, and portended 
endless reams of complicated testimony 
to be digested by the administration 
before the next step in the progress 
of the Maine incident can be taken. 
The whole party carrying the report 
was armed, as was demonstrated in a 
rather theatrical way just as they were 
about to get into the carriage. The 
crowd closed around the party and 
jostled them considerably. Some one 
ran against the end of the mysterious 
canvas beg in which the report was 
concealed. Quick as a flash Lieut. 
Hood’s hand went back to his hip 
and Lieut. Jungen laid his hand on the 
butt of a revolver that was sticking out 
from his side pocket. The movements 
were sufficient to prevent further 
jostling. 
On being driven to the Ebbitt House 
the whole party retired, first having 
ordered some light refreshments to 
their rooms. It was not long before 
the report of their arrival spread; and 
fhe lobby wags filled with a curious 
crowd of idlers, while the negro hell- 
boys worked overtime in carrying up 
the cards of various correspondents in 
search of an interview. Lieuttenant- 
Commander Merix was deputed as a 
sort of press committee, and met al] 
inquiries with the stereotyped reply of 
“I don’t know,” to every question. It 
may be said, however, that the report, 


in due process of law, must first be de- 
ivered to the Secretary of the Navy, 
and this, according to all precedents, 
will be at the Navy Department. It 
will then be submitted to President Mc- 
Kinley, upon whose decision its future 
migrations will: depend. 


DYNAMITE AND THE WRECK. 


Sigsbee Was Refused Permissioa to 
Allow Its Use. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


- HAVANA, March 24.—[By Key West. 


Cable.}] Two of the eight torpedoes 
carried by the Maine have been recov- 
ered. Regarding the use of dynamite 
by the contracting wreckers, Capt. 
Sigsbee said today: 

“More has been made out of the mat- 
ter than was warranted by the facts, 
which are these: The contractors 
asked my ‘permission to use dynamite 
in small quantities, and also asked 
leave to use dynamite tape to blow off 
protuberances, angles, etc., where the 
wreckage is so entangled that it is difi- 
cult to hoist. There never was any in- 
tention to use the explosive in large 
enough quantities to destroy the wreck. 
I submitted the request of the con- 
tractors to Consul-General Lee, for him 
to ask permission of the Spanish 
authorities, and I also asked for orders 
from the United States Navy Depart- 
ment. Both our own and the Spanish 
authorities refused the necessary per- 
mission. That is all there was to the 
matter.” 

On the same subject, Consul-General 
Lee said: 

“I transmitted Capt. Sigsbee’s re- 
quest, made on the part of the con- 
tractors, to Capt.-Gen. Blanco, and I 
received a reply that the matter was 
too important to be settled withou ref- 
erence to Madrid. Gen. Blanco also in- 
timated that the United States court 
of inquiry having sat in judgment on 
the disaster to the Maine, it would be 
unwise to destroy by the use of dyna- 
mite the wreck upon which judgment 
was formed, Last evening I had word 
from Capt. Sigsbee that the United 
States Navy Department forbade the 
use of dynamite on or about the wreck. 

“The papers here today say Madrid 
has sustained Gen. Blanco’s prohibition 
against the use of dynamite on the 
wreck. The result will naturally de- 
lay the work in removing the débris 
and also, it is possible, necessitate the 
use of more hoisting apparatus. It is 
probable that the wreckers wished 
most to use dynamite or dynamite tape 
to get the top off the wreck, so that 
the 10-inch guns could he hoisted cat.” 

A DIVER’S DISCOVERY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LONDON, March 25.—The Vienna 
correspondent of the Chronicle says: 
“Baumann, a diver engaged by the 
United States to examine the wreck of 
the Maine, has written to his parents 
in Dresden, stating that the vessel was 
undoubtedly exploded by the Spaniards 
by means of a submarine mine, in proof 
of which he points out that gunpowder, 
dynamite and other explosives in the 
magazines were found on. the wreck 
quite intact.” 

BLANCO’S POINTER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 24.—A Havana 
dispatch to the Herald says it will 
npt be possible to begin the use of 
dynamite to expedite the work of dis- 
integrating the Maine wreck until 
after the Spanish divers have finished 
their work now being done for the 
Spanish court of inquiry. In reply to 
Capt. Sigsbee’s request for permission 
to begin the use of dynamite, he re- 
ceived a most courteous but firm re- 
fusal in a note from Capt.-Gen- 
Blanco. 
Gen. Blanco pointed out in dGiplo- 
matic language the advisabllity of 
permitting the Maine’s bottom to b> 
undisturbed, at least until after the 
conclusion of the Spanish inquiry now 
pending. The report of the American 
court of inquiry having now been fin- 
ished, it would appear indiscreet for 
‘the American officers, by the hasty us< 
of dynamite, to expose themselves to 
the possible charge of trying to de- 
stroy the evidence on which their con- 
clusions are based. Capt. Sigshee sees 
the force of this suggestion, and will 
not press the matter further, at least 
until the Snanish inquiry is finished. 


SPAIN’S FLOTILLA MOVES. 


Leaves the Canary Islands for Porto 
Rico—President Notified. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, March 24:—The news 
reached the Navy Department today 
that the Spanish torpedo-boat flotilla 
has left the Canary Islands for Porto 
Rico. This fact

Twhis feeling of restlessness 
and anxiety was particularly noticeable 
in both houses of Congress and at the 
White House. At the War and Navy 
Departments the strain was apparent, 
but the anxiety was concealed by the 
remarkable activity of hastening the 
preparations for possible war. 

“The coming report of the naval 
board of inquiry, the announcement of 
ihe new naval commanders, the order- 
ing of troops eastward, important tele- 
graphic orders to purchase tugs and 
torpedo destroyers when the news came 
of the sailing of the Spanish flotilla 
westward, all served to keep the ex- 
citement keyed to the highest pitch. 

“In Congress the nervous enthusiasm 
of the crowd of supporters who daily 
wander about the great marble build- 
ing found vent when the Senator from

Spain's Torpedo Boats 
Moving Nearer. 


Unexampled Activity Yesterdayin

Programme is Definitely Fixed. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The last 
day before the arrival of the report of 
the Maine court of inquiry was one of 
unexampled activity in all official quar- 
ters. Advices came early that the 
Spanish torpedo flotilla had sailed 
from the Canaries for Porto Rico, and 
from this moment the most energetic 
warlike measures followed one another 
in constant succession. The movement 
of this fleet has been watched with the 
keenest interest, as it was felt to in- 
volve serious possibilities which might 
compel the United States government 
to protest against the movement as of 
a hostile character. 

Immédiately upon the receipt of the 
dispatch from one of our naval at- 
tachés abroad, briefly announcing the 
sailing of the fleet, the fact was made 
known to the President, and an ear- 
nest conference was held between him 
and Secretary Long and Assistant See- 
retary Roosevelt. The seriousness of 
the movement was fully considered, 
and the President was advised that 
naval strategists regarded it as essen- 
tial that this torpedo fleet should not 
be allowed to reach western waters. 
What, if any, conclusion was reached 
is not known. 

Later in the day the Spanish Minis- 
ter, Sefior Polo y Bernabe, called at 
the State Department and spent some 
time with Assistant Secretary Day. It 
was naturally inferred that the ap- 
proach of the Spanish flotilla was one 
of the subjects referred to. Whether, 
hoWever, there was any suggestion 
against the move was not disclosed by 
either Assistant Secretary Day or the 
Spanish Minister, both of whom main- 
tained the strictest reticence regarding 
the conference, and refused to speak 
coneerning it. 


Following the flotilla announcement, 


important news followed rapidly. The 
first was this announcement by Secre- 
tary Long, indicating the placing of our 
naval squadron and fleet on a war foot- 
ing: 

‘Admiral Sicard has been granted 
leave, much to the regret of the Navy 
Department, and altogether on account 
of his health. 

“Capt: Sampsen has been made com- 
mander of the fleet at Key West. 

“Capt. Evans has been ordered 
take command of the battleship Iowa. 

“The to the squadron in Hamp- 
ton Roads have not yet been fssued.”’ 

. Although the announcement did not 
state so, it soon became Known that 
Commander W. Schley was slated to 
command the ‘‘flying squadron.” This 
announcement was recognized at once 
as of unusual importance at this junc- 
ture.

Capt. Sampson has 
been in command of the Iowa, but 
more recently has been conspicuous be- 
fore the public as president of the 
Maine inquiry.

Capt. Sampson’s assignment to suc- 
ceed Admiral Sicard in command of the 
North Atlantic squadron is probably 
the mos: important assignment the de- 
partment has made in many months. 
It is due mainly to the findings of a 
medical court now sitting at Key West 
that Admiral Sicard is temporarily in- 
capacitated from active duty, owing to 
long-continued illness. 

Capt. Sampson, who now assumes 
command of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron, is regarded as one of the bes¢- 
equipped officers in the navy, having 
seen active service during the civil 
war, and since then having occupied 
many important positions. He is ‘m 
high authority on nava} ordnance, and 
before taking command of the Iowa 
was chief of the Bureau of Ordnance 
of the Navy Depar:iment. He is be- 
tween 50 and 60 years of age, a student 
of naval effairs, and is considered an 
officer of exceptional executive ability. 
The retirement of Admiral Sicard has 
the effect of raising Capt. Sampson te 
the rank of commodore. 


Hardly less important than the ap- 
pointment of Capt. Sampson was the 
practical determination to place Com- 
modore W. S. Schley in command of 
the feet now assembling at Hampton 
Roads. 
modore Sampson and Commodore 
Schley will be ef equal dignity, and 
will be entirely independent of each 
other, for the present at least. 


The next important move of the day > 


was a determination to create a joint 
commission from the War and Navy 
departments, so as to bring them Into 
harmonious action on all measures,

The two commands under Com- 
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tary Long, was designated to repre- 
gent the Navy Department in this com- 
mon plan of action. The represernta- 
tive of the War Department has not 
yet been named. It will not be neces- 
sary for these two officers to leave 
Washington, as they can best arrange 
a plan of action in conference with bu- 
reau chiefs of the two departments 
here. 

Then, at the close of the day, came 
an announcement that the Navy De- 
partment had succeeded in purchasing 
eight steam yachts and four tugs, pre- 
sumably at or near New York, for use 
in the auxillary naval fleet. The boats 
are about four hundred tons each, and 
in an emergency would be suitable as 
torpedo boats. The yachts purchased 
are among the fleetest along the At- 
Jantic Coast, and are said to be some- 
what similar to the Mayflower, recently 
purchased from the Ogden Goelet 
estate. This acquisition to the navy 
is recarded as an exceptionally valua- 
ble one at the present time, as the 
greatest need is felt for small craft suit- 
able as torpedo boats and dispatch- 
boats. 

There was additional satisfaction at 
the Navy Department at the large 
number secured in a single purchase. 
The names and amounts paid for the 
various yachts and tugs are not dis- 
closed, as it is said this would prove 
an embarrassment to the government 
in promoting speculation on other craft 
for which negotiations are new pend- 
ing. 

Throughout the day the White House 
presented an animated appearance. 
Senators and Representatives from 
both political parties calling to confer 
with the President. Among the call- 
ers were Senators Cullom, Fairbanks, 
Aldrich, Jones of Arkansas and Spooner 
and Representative Bailey, the Demo- 
cratic leader in the House. | 

The President said to several of his 
visitors today in discussing the situa- 
tion that he would do everything con- 
sistent with the honor and dignity of 
the country to avert war, and that he 
gtill believed war could be averted. He 
also said that he believed the govern- 
ment of Spain was as anxious for 
peace as we were, at the same time 
he did not hesitate to admit the grav- 
ity of the situation. The President ac- 
knowledged that he believes the re- 
port of the board of inquiry will find 
that the Maine was blown up from 
the outside. 

His programme has been definitely 
decided. It is his purpose to treat the 
blowing up of the Maine as an incident. 
The report of the board will be sent to 
Congress Monday. A very brief mes- 
sage relating the events leading up to 
that point iand informing Congress 
that the facts contained in the report 
have been cabled to Madrid to be laid 
before the Spanish government by Min- 
ister Woodford will accompany it. No 
Gemand will be made upon Spain, but 
the laying of the facts before the Span- 
ish government will be equivalent to 
calling upon Spain for an explanation 
and such action as she may deem 
proper. | 
It is the purpose of the House lead- 
ers to refer the report and message to 
. the Committee on Naval Affairs without 
debate, and to this purpose it is be- 
lieved the Democrats of the House 
have acquiesced, reserving the right 
to demand action if the report from the 
committee is too long delayed. Much 
will then Cepend upon Spain's response, 
but there are those close to the Presi- 
dent who believe that from the time 
the report is sent to Congress it will 
drop it as a factor in the situation. 

The second part of the President's 
programme reaches the main ques- 
tion and involves intervention on hu- 


manitarian grounds within week or} 


ten days after the report of the board 
foes to Congress. 

It will be intervention to relieve the 

starvation in Cuba and upon Spain's 
acquiescence in or objection to this 
act will depend peace or war.

Such information as exists here 
leads those close to the President to 
believe that the Spanish government 
will go to any length it dares to pre- 
serve peace.

_@specially anxious to prevent war and 
it is believed the ministry will go 
Just as far as it can without jeopard- 
izing its own existence and the sur- 
vival of the present Spanish dynasty. 

The Naval Department was advised 
today of the sailing of the monitor 
Terror from New York for Key West: 
the arrival of the Texas at Hampton 
Roads and the Puritan at Newport 
News, and of the monitors Monadnock 
and Monterey at San Francisco. The 
battleship Texas came up from Key 
West, making an exceptiqnally quick 
run for a vessel of her class. 3 

The Spanish authorities here have 
been informed that some time ago 
Capt. Sigsbee asked permission to 
use dynamite in the destruction of 
the wreck of the Maine. This was re- 
fused by Capt.-Gen. Blanco, for the 
reason, it is officially explained, that 
as there are evil-disposed persons who 
insist that the Maine was blown up 
from external causes, the Spanish au- 

. thorities do not want the wreck de- 
Stroyed, as it affords all the evidence 
obtainable as to the actual cause of 
the disaster. 

Secretary Long stated today that he 
had no knowledge of the purchase of 
a torpedo boat in Germany. It was 
reported that this purchase had been 
closed yesterday, but the fact is not 
known to the Navy Department. 

The Navy - Department is informea 
of the departure’ of the cruiser Cin- 
cinnati and the gunboats Castine and 
Wilmington from Point Antonio, 
Jamaica, last evening, but officials de- 
cline to state where they are bound. 
It is regarded as probable that when 
heard from, they will be at Key Wes: 
or some port in theeUnited States 
They are particularly strong 
ships, and in their present position 
they might possibly fall a prey to 
the more’ powerful Spanish fleat in 
Cuban waers in the event of a con- 
flict. The Cincinnati and - Castine 
were attached to the South Atlantic 
station,.and their withdrawal for serv- 


ice on the home station leaves the 
navy with a single representative in 
South American waters, just as is the 
case with the European station. The 
arrival of the six vessels named will 
add greatly to the strength of the 
home squadron. 

The report of the Maine court of 
inquiry will be read at tomorrow's 
Cabinet meeing. This fact was offi- 
cially announced today. 

Senator Proctor of Vermont was one 
of -the callers at the War Department. 
and spent considerable time with Sec- 
retary Alger, Gen. Wilson, chief of 
engineers, was called in. It was said 
their conference related to matters 
other than those bearing on the gen- 
eral Cuban situation. The Secretary's 
time later was taken up in confer- 
ence with Gen. Wilson, chief of engi- 
neers; Gen. Flagler, chief of. ordnance, 
and Gen. Greeley, chief signal officer. 

An incident of the general plan of 
preparation for any emergency that 
may arise is found in an order issued 
today by Adjt.-Gen. Corbin, with the 
approval of the commanding general of 
the army. This order directs com- 
manders at all artillery ports to have 
compiled the best charts possible fer 
the use of they respective fire com- 
mands by a detail of officers and men 
from such data as may be on hand or 
readily obtainable. Suitable base lines 
are to be laid off, carefully measured 
and accurately marked on the harbor 
chart. At ports where 8-inch converted 
rifles and 10 and 15-inch smooth-bore 
guns are already mounted and bear- 
ing upon channels. especially upon the 
proposed location of mine fields, 
commanders are to place them in as 
perfect condition as possible, and 
where suitable ammunition is not on 
hand, requisitions are to be made at 
once upon the Ordnance Department. 

The officer of the Ordnance Bureau 
of the War Department already has 
determined upon the manner in which 
the additional $1,000,000 which nas just 
been allottec to that branch of the 
service out of the 350,000,000 
emergency fund, shall be, e¢x- 
pended. .Aside from a few unimpor- 
tant items, all the money will be used 
in the purchase of rapid-fire guns and 
ammunition, and carriages for the 
same. The department is making an 
extraordinary effort to secure all the 
rapid-fire guns it possibly can for the 
fortifications on the coast, and the ad- 
ditional allotment available will assist 
materially in that direction. The 
Maxim rapid-fire guns, about twenty 
or more in number, which have been 
purchased abroad, will be shipped to 
the United States at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment.

CONSUL SUAREZ SURPRISED 


That Cuban “Rebels”? Have So Much 
Latitude in America, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, March 
Tribune prints: the following interview 
with Sefior Suarez of the Spanish 

consulate of this city: 

“We donot believe that there will 
be an actual war between Spain .and 
the United States, but if such a thing 
should happen, it would be because 
the United States has insulted Spain. 
You have in this country given a home

NO HASTY ACTION, 


The President Considers the Cuban’s 
Welfare as Paramount. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Some of 
the Senators and members of the House 
who have visited the President today 
and yesterday have gathered the im- 
pression from his carefully-guarded 
talks that he will not immediately make 
any recommendation to Congress, but 
that he wants more time in which to 
conduct negotiations with Spain with 
the hope of securing peace by diplo- 
matic means. Some of them have 
reached the conclusion that he is hope- 
ful of securing Spain's assent to the 
independence of the island, or, at least, 
of a condition of approaching inde- 
pendence, by other means. 

He suggested to them that the recog- 
nition of neither belligerency nor in- 
dependence would be sufficient to bring 
relief to the starving Cubans, and that 
either act would fail, at least in its im- 
mediate effect. He also suggested that 


there are some difficulties in the mat--: 


ter of sending supplies to the island, 
one of the principal of which is the fact 
that such a course is a practical as- 
sistance to Spain to sustain herself in 
the conflict. He urged upon them the 
especial importance of doing all they 
could to suppress gocrtemers and pre- 
vent action by Cofigress in connection 
with the receipt of the report of the 
Maine disaster. 

The visitors think the President's es- 
pecial desire at this time is to eliminate 
the Maine incident entirely from the dis- 
cussion of the situation, and some of 
them consider it probable that he may 
send the report to Congress without 
making any recommendation of espe- 
cial moment. 

The President said to Senators that 
he would like to see the Cubans obtain 
their independence by purchase, and he 
intimated that he would be even will- 
ing that they should agree to pay a 
stated annuity to Spain, recognizing to 
this slight degree the suzeranity of the 
mother country, but he said at the 
same time that he recognized the diffi- 
culties in the way of this procedure be- 
cause of the disinclination ef the Span- 
ish authorities to corsider it. Still, the 
visitors obtained the impression that he 
had concluded at least to make an ef- 
fort in that direction. They are of the 
opinion that if this negotiations should 
fail, the President would resort to in- 
tervention rather than to a recognition 
of either belligerency or the 
dependence of the island. They do not 
eonsider that the President would hesi- 
tate in recognizing either belligerency 
or independence, except for the reason 
that he believes that neither would ac- 
complish the résults of relieving the 
suffering, which is the first end he has 
in view. 

The Democratic Senators. talked 
frankly with the President in regard 
to the political aspect of the situation. 
They told him of the report current 
about Congress to the effect that the

with the. view .of improving the for- 
tunes of the Republican party, saying 
to him that if such was the case, and if 
war was provoked for this reason, the 
reaction would be against the Repub- 
lican party. 
To this the President replied that he 
fully realized this fact, and that he did 
not intend to be swerved one hair's 
breadth in his purpose by political con- 
siderations. The conservative Senators 
Say that the President is to be given 
an opportunity to carry out his plans, 


and, it is now certain that no hasty ac-. 


tion without the wish of the President 
will be taken by the Senate. 

There has been considerable work 
done by the Senators and the result of 
a general canvass leads to the con- 
servatives’ belief that the sentiment of 
moving with care and refraining from 
forcing the President to aet in advance 
of his own judgment, is growing. 

“There will be no ‘hasty action,’”’ 
said one of the conservative Senators, 
“and while the President will be sup- 
portec when he asks a request, at- 
tempts to force anything through the 
Senate will be resisted. The Senate will 
not be swept off its feet, but is ready 
io act in any emergency.” 

HOPES FOR PEACE.

CQUDERT ON “RECOGNITION.” 


Thinks it Will Only Apply to a State 

of War. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, March 24.—Frederic 
R. Coudert who is a recognized au- 
thority on international law, 
asked what, in his opinion, would. be 
the result of recognition by the Unftea 
States of the Cuban insurgents, re- 

plied: 

“I presume that by ‘recognition’ is 


‘meant recognition of a~state-of bellig- 


erency, which would give Cuban in- 
SurgentS a status as a belligerent 


power. I do not think it is intended, 
however, by that expression to inti- 
mate that the President will recog- 
nize the Cuban republic as an inde- 
pendent and established power. It 
does not seem to me that it has yet 
reached the stage, notwithstanding its 
stubborn fight for freedom during the 
last three years, where we can rank 
it among the states that are entitled 
to diplomatic imtercourse. 

“Assuming that the President will 
recognize that there is a 8tate of. war 
in the island, and that there are 
two parties to the war, namely: Spain 
on one hand and Cuban insurgents 
on the other, the effect will be far- 
reaching. Whether it will aid the in- 
Surrection as much as expected by 
its many friends is doutbful. It would 
certainly subject the United States to 
some inconvenience. Heretofore we 
have required that the Cuban sympa- 
thizers should not fit out expeditions 
against Spain, which is a friendly 
power. We have only recognized one 
authority in the island, and Spain, 
having on her part refused to admit 
that there was a war in Cuba, ceuld 
not exact from us what she might 
exact from neutrals. 

“After recognition of a state of bel- 
ligerency, we become neutrals, and are 
forbidden to give aid or comfort to 
either of the powers. our ships will be 
liable to search, and our commerce to 
much harassing and annoying inter- 
ference. Possibly the new position of 
Cuba may make it able to raise funds. 
Whether this will be so or not is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. It will certainly in- 
crease the moral force of the insur- 
gents, and give them a status which 
they do not now possess. : 

“This will not of itself justify Spain 
in taking offense. We simply recognize 
a fact, and we are the sole judges of 
the existence of that fact. Three years 
is a long time for afi insurrection to 
last, unless it is one of great power 
and one very difficult to subdue. Pres. 
ident Cleveland stated two years ago 
that the state of affairs then existing 
in Cuba must be stopped within a rea- 
sonable’ time. President McKinley 
has stated the same thing. The ques- 
tion of reasonable time is one for us 
to determine, and for no one else. The 
President in acknowledgment of a 
condition of belligerency will be act- 
ing strictly within his right, and I have 
no doubt will be supported by the 
country. Our citizens generally have 
entire faith in his intelligence, his 
sense and his patriotism. Whatever he 
decides will, I believe, find genera: ac. 
centance,”’ 

“What effect, if any. would recogni- 


‘tion by the United States have upon 


Spain's right to treat as pirates the 
officers and crew of any insurgent ves- 
sel they captured on the high seas?" 

“This is a question which would de- 
pend very much on the view that Spain 
would take. We cannot change the sit- 
uation as between Spain and Cuba by 
a mere declaration of our opinian as 
to the existence of a certain fact. We 
declare that a fact exists. Spain de- 
nies it. As there is no court and jury 
to decide, each nation must act upon 
what it deems proper and expedient 
under the circumstances. 

“Spain is not bound to treat her re- 


when 


bellious subjects as belligererits because 
we declare that they are entitled to 
that aoe te At the same time, 
she must be'‘consistent, or ought to be, 
and if, in her dealings with us she acts 
on the assumption that there is a state 
of war, and she involves the benefit of 
that theory as aga!nst the neutral, it 
is difficult to see how she can, in the 
same breath, declare privateers to be 
pirates and to treat them as such. 

“We must remember that she was not 
one of the powers that joined in the 
declaration of 1856 against privateering, 
and therefore could not avail herself of 
the treaty of Paris to declare priva- 
teers of any nation to be pirates. At 
the same time we must not forget that 
war is a great foe to considerations 
based on reason, justice and fee equity 
of men and things. The object of war 
is merely to establish the right of the 
stronger or the strongest to have his 
own way. If he fails, he is proved to 
be in the wrong; if he succeeds, then he 
has demonstrated the correctness of his 
position.” 


COURT AND RED CROSS, 


The Former to Be Dissolved—The 
Latter is Intact. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
KEY WEST (Fla.,) March 24.—Ad- 
miral Sicard said to the Associated 
Press correspondent last night that 
the court of inquiry had not yet been 
dissolved. “I expect to dissolve it in a 
few days,” he said. ‘I am almtost cer- 
tain that the Washington authorities 
Will not require any further investiga- 

tion of the Maine disaster.”’ | 

Commander McCalla of the Marble- 
head left his ship in the harbor and 
sailed for Tampa on the Olivette last 
night. It is presumed his visit. is in 
connection with the investigation con- 
ducted there and here by Capt. Barker. 

Clara Barton, who has just returned 
from Havana, said to the correspond- 
ent last night: “I wish to say to the 
whole world, through the Associated 
Press, that the published statements 
regarding internal dissensions in, the 
Red Cross, tardiness of supplying relief 
after its arrival in Cuba, and stories of 
my own feeble health are utterly with- 
out foundation. Provisions are reach- 
ing the suffering Cubans with com- 
mendable promptness. The statement 
that my health or mental powers are 
impaired is cruelly false. Dissensions 
emanate from outside and not inside 
the Red Cross.”’ 3 

Miss Barton was intensely indignant 
on this subject, and spoke with much 
warmth. This was the first time in her 
life, she: declared, that derogatory 
statements had been published about 
her work. Continuing, she said: 

‘During the six weeks I have been in 
Cuba, the condition of thousands of 
starving people has been much im- 
proved, thanks to the generosity of 
the Americans. But much more re- 
mains to be done, and it seems hard 
that work of this description is ham- 
pered by external criticism and inter- 
ference.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, March 24.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] A semi-official note, just is- 
sued, says: 

“At the Cabinet meeting yesterday 
Sefior Sagasta, Premier, read a ‘ele- 
gram from Capt.-Gen. Blanco, saying 
that the captain of the Maine had re- 
quested permission to blow up the 
wreck with dynamite, but that per- 
mission had been refused. 

“The Cabinet empowered the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Sefior Gullon, to 
watch the situation with a view of 
seeing justice done, and’defending the 
rights of Spain. 

“The Minister of Finance, Sefor 
Puigcerver, declared that the resources 
of Spain were sufficient for all war ex- 
penses until the new Chambers meet.”

REPORTED FINANCIAL MOVE.

000 pesetas upon the guarantee of the 
Bank of Spain.

DRUMHEAD COURT-MARTIAL, 


Dispute as to Whether Spain Ex- 
empts Americans Therefrom, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 24.—A dispatch 
to the World from Madrid says: 

“Colonial Minister Moret denies the 
valdity of the protocol supplement to 
the treaty, negotiated in 1877 between 
Caleb Cushing, the United States Min- 
ister to Spain, and Calderon Collantes, 
then Spanish Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. That protocol prescribes. the 
procedure in the trial of American citi- 
zens in Cuba, and exempts them from 
summary trial by drumhead court- 
martial. 

“There has heen manifested of late 
in political quarters and reflected in 
the press a disposition to claim that 
the protocol is not binding on Spain. 
Sefior Moret tells a reporter of the 
Epoca that Sefior Collantes went out 
of office without having signed the 
protocol and that his successor, Man- 
uel Siivela, declined to sign it. There- 
fore, according to a custom prevalent, 
Sefior Collantes ultimately signed the 
treaty, though he had ceased to be a 
minister of state, 

“The protocol never was published 
in the Gazette,’ Sefior Moret added, 
‘and for that reason the Supreme 
Court would deny that the protocol is 
a law of the realm and weuld reduce 
it to a mere c@Onvention, not binding on 


Spain.’ 
 “Cammenting on this. view. lawvers 


point out hat the Supreme Court could 
not have considered the protocol bind- 
ing, as no reference whatever is made 
to it in the decision of the case of the 
Cuban chief Sanguilly. The Epoca, 
taking up the cudgel to defend the 
Conservative party and Canovas, who 
always deemed the protocol of 1877 
binding, asserts that the text of the 
document shows that it was signed in 
Madrid, January 2, 7, and that 
Sefior Collantes only ceased to be Min- 
ister of State, January 14, when he 
was appointed Minister of Justice in 
the same cabinet. The question will 
be discussed in the Cortes at the com- 
ing session. 

“The Imparcial says: ‘The Liberals 
must remain in the breach to the bit- 
ter end, keeping in reserve all other 
political worthies and forces for for- 
midable contingencies already loom- 
ing up on the horizon, which will re- 
quire such assistance to preserve and 
reorganize much that is indispensable 
to the existence of Spain herself.’ 

“Most of the Madrid newspapers, in- 
cluding the ministerial journals, print 


editorials and news articles to prepare 


the public mind for an early revelation 
of the fact that the reports of the 
American and Spanish commissions of 
investigation into the. cause of the 
Maine disaster are certain to clash. 
But they give it to be understood that 
this is not likely to cause a rupture 
or even serious complication.

SAN FRANCISCO’S BATTERIES. 


Fir8t Disuppearing Twwelve-inch 
Gun in the Country. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN: FRANCISCO, March 24.—A 
new 12-inch rifled cannon with a dis- 
appearing carriage, to be located at 
the Presidio, has arrived from the 
East and will be mounted at once. 
When it is in position, the Presidio 
can claim the honor of having in 
working order the first disappearing 
12-inch gun in the United States. 
Briefly this modern high-power rifi 
can be described as follows: : 
It is 42 feet in length. A full charge 
of powder for it is 480 pounds. |The 
projectile it hurls weighs 1000 pounds. 
The rifie will hurlh the projectile a 
distance of twelve to fifteen miles. 
At a distance of 5000 yards the rifle 
discharges its projectile with such 
force as to penetrate 12-inch armor. 
At a distance of 1000 yards the pro- 
jectile will pierce. twenty-two inches 

of armor. 

Eventually it is the intention of the 
War Department to have three or four 
more of these disappearing guns at 


the Presidio, three at Lime Point and 


about seven at Point Lobos. 

Several carloads of powder and pro- 
jectiles for the new gun, as well as 
for the other modern weapons at the 
Presidio and Lime Point are now eM- 
route from the East. 

At the Presidio there are five 10- 
inch modern rifles and three dynamite 
guns in position; also five 12-inch guns 
mounted on barbettes and sixteen 12- 
inch mortars. A second battery of 
mortars is now being prepared. At 
Lime Pcint there are three 12-inch 
rifles on barbettes.

LONDON, March 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] <A special cable says that 
is dying of a can»erous 
growth involving the bone tissues back 
of the nasal passages. The melancholy 
truth is admitted privately by his son 
Herbert Gladstone, and other inembe:s 
of the family. The unanimous ve1- 
dict of several specialists who have 
been consulted regarding the ease is 
that an operation is impossible, owing 
to the age and enfeebled condition of 
the patient. It would be possible to 
afford considerable relief, and also to 
prolong his life by surgical means if 
Gladstone were younger, but his heart 
already threatens failure to perform 
its functions, and the surgeons are all 
of the opinion that the administration 
of anaesthetics would result.ia  im- 
mediate death. 

The only relief possible is that af- 
forded by opiates and other patlia- 
tives. These will be used freely as 
the disease progresses, for, although 
they tend to shorten life, itis he wise 
judgment of the physicans and family 
alike that they would not be justified 
in seeking to prolong the agony which 
has already led the aged sufferer io 
express a pitiful longing for death. 

The nain has now continued for six 
months, and although it is somewhat 
less acute than it was a few weeks 
ago, the strength and vitali:v of the 
patient’s wonderful. constitution is 
badly drained. .The end, when it 
comes, will be from the failure of che 
heart’s action, rather than from the 
direct ravages of the terrible malady. 
It is hardly probable it will be long 
delayed.

SPRINGFIELD (Mass.,) March 25.— 
There are stored in the different arse- 
nals in this city 102,000 Springfield 
rifles. These are of the old model. Be- 
sides these, there are stored in other 
arsenals in the country ready for is- 
Suance to troops 200,000 of the same ' 
model of rifle. Added to these there 
are stored in the arsenals here 60,000 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles, making a total 
available today of 362,000 stands of 
arms. 

The nominal output of the armory is 
120 rifles per day, working eight hours 
per day.

is called into service, and the Gover- 
nors of Massachusetts and New York 
are requested to direct their naval mi- 
litia to assume chagge of the monitors 
assigned yesterday for the protection 
of the harbors of ‘Boston and New 
York, in conjunction with fhe land for- 
tifications. The orders sent to Goy. 
Wolcott of Massachusetts and Gov. 
Black of New York for transmission 
to the commanding officers of the naval 
militia inform them that they will be 
directed to assume charge of the two 
monitors assigned to each of those 
States, to assist in the second line of 
defense. The Boston men will be sent 
on board when the monitors Catskill 
and Lehigh arrive, and the New York- 
ers may proceed to Philadelphia and 
take thir two ships around. : 

“A naval officr will be in command 
of each monior, and under him will be 
naval militia officer and sufficient sea- 
men from each organization to give the 
ships their complements. Instructions 
have also been sent to the western 
organizations to hold themselves in 
readiness for transportation to the 
East, where they will be sent aboard 
auxiliaries, and, with what regular 
Sailors as can be procured, are to 
comprise the crews.

WORD FROM GOMEZ. 


He Does not Expect an Immediate 
End of War. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—A dispatch 
to the Tribune from Havana says: 

‘Word has been received by the Trib- 
une correspondent direct from Gen. Go- 
mez at his camp, near Sancti Spiritus 
in Santa Clara province.

PRODIGIOUS FLOOD, 


‘OHIO RIVER ROSE SIX INCHES 
IN FOUR HOURS. 


Loss of Life Reported — Men and 
Women Drown While Fleeing 
to Safety. 


WATERS GRADUALLY RECEDING

RAILROAD SITUATION IN PARTS OF 
OHIO IMPROVING. 


Fifteen Hundred Families Homeless 
in Zanesville—Electric Pinant is 
Drowned Out—National Guard 
Doing Police Duty. 


CINCINNATI, March 24.—At_ 10 
o’clock tonight the Ohio River at Cin- 
cinnati registered 5lft. 24¢in., rising an 
inch an hour. This is a rise of six 
inches in four hours between 6 and 10 
o'clock. The sky is overcast, but not 
threatening; the mercury registers 44 
deg., with a tendency to rise. 

Reports from Northern West Virginia 
at the source of the Moncngahela, 
brings news of heavy rains last night 
and of a rapidly-rising river tonight. 
This is an assurance that the Onio 
will have a protracted high stage of 
water.. It is also an admonition that 
a prodigious flood may be expected 
should the tributaries receive an ac- 
cession of rain within two or three 
days. 

Reports from all quarters of the Ohio 
Valley are of drizzling rain or cloudy 
skies, No clear weather is reported. 
All up-river towns report the Ohio ris- 
ing rapidly except Wheeling, where it 
is stationary. Interior towns in Ohio 
that have suffered inundation and dam- 
age, are finding relief by the recession 
of the waters. 

Loss of life is reported at Hamiliton, 
O., where the Great Miami swept away 
two cottages and drowned six gimates, 
namely: Mrs. Charles Whitman and 
her three small children, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Springman. Zanesville 
reports the drowning of the infant son 
of Mrs. Charles Wuest, and of a man 
named Deacon Jones; also. of the 
drowntng by the upsetting of a skiff 
of Mrs. James Brennan and child and 
John Leach, and the drowning of Mrs. 
Mary Church and Timothy Jones. 

The story of loss of life by the rail- 
road wreck near Columbus, Ind., not 
only lacks confirmation, but is posi- 
tively denied. The railroad situation in 
the interior of Ohio is improving. Cities 
cut off from the world yesterday are 
getting trains out tonight by repaired 
tracks or by detours over other roads. 

In Cincinnati the following is the rail- 
road situation: No trains on the Erie, in 
or out. The Cincinnati Northern is in 
the same fix. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern is badly crippled by 
washouts at Chillicothe, O., and El- 
dorado, Ind. The Pennsylvania is open 
to Columbus and the Easi today. The 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton is 
cut off from Toledo and Detroit only. 
The Big Four today has restored com- 
munication with Indianapolis, Chicago 
and St. Louis. All other roads from 
here are unscathed. 

MAXIMUM REACHED». 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WHEELING (W. Va.,) March: 24.— 
The flood reached its maximum here 
at 5 o’clock this afternoon, with a stage 
of forty-five feet seven inches, nearly 
seven feet less than the big high stage 
attained in 1884. The damage both 
direct and indirect is very heavy. 

PRACTICALLY PARALYZED.

CHILLICOTHE (0O.,) March %4.—Six 
hundred houses in the east end of 
town are submerged, the power-house 
of the city waterworks is under twelve 
feet of water, the electric-light plant is 
flooded and shut down. -The natural 
gas supply has been cut off, and the 
city is practically paralyzed by the 
flood. The loss here is estimated at 
half a million dollars...

Railroads Crippled—Property Ruined 

: but No Lives Lost. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PITTSBURGH, March 24. — A sud- 
den and decided fall in temperature 
checked the rise in the headwater 
streams this morning, and the effect 
of this was soon apparent in the 
rivers here. After reaching thirty feet 
the waters began to recede rapidly. 

The swell, while not quite equalling 
the flood of 1891, was the most de- 
structive one since the ever-memora- 
ble gale of February, 1884. The finan- 
cial loss will run up into the hun- 
dreds of thousands. Thousands of 
workmen been’ temporarfly 
thrown out of employment, the ag- 
gregate of the wages they lose proba- 
bly exceeding the direct loss on prop- 
erty. 

All the low lands of the two cities are 
under water, and it will be a week or 
nee before business in the sections 
visited by the freshet has resumed 
its normal condition. 

The major part of the flood’s devas- 
tation is above Pittsburgh, om the Al- 
legheney River. In Sharpsburg, Mills- 
vale and Aetna there were many bad 
washouts. 

All the railroads centering in Pitts- 
burgh and Allesheney were crippled, 
especially the Pittsburgh and Western 
and West Pennsylvania roads. Oper- 
ations on these two roads are practic- 
ally suspended and may not be re- 
sumed for a week. 

No loss of life has been reported, 
but many narrow escapes from drown- 
ing were experienced by those who 
live in the flooded districts. é 

In Pittsburg tne irptndated district 
includes the lower portions of Fort, 
first, Second Third, Fourth and Fifth 
streets and parts Of seventh, 
and Ninth stricts. The deepest water 
covers that part of the city all the 
point where six hundred families are 
living. Many of these were siut in 
by two and three feet of water. 

Every cellar and basement north of 


Pennsylvania avenue, from Water 
street and along Water street, is 
filed with water. The Exposition 


building is submerzcd and the lamnege 
will be at least the South 
Side, the warvenous2s, factories and 
mills along the entire river front were 
under several fect of water and opera- 
tiois comrletely suspended. 

On McKean street, where a lerge 
number of Polish families live, the 
water is nearly up to the second floors 
and the occupants of the houses are 
going to and from their housé¢s in 
boats. 

On the Allegheney side the water 
covered the streets two blocks back 
and .extended for miles up the river. 
There is a total suspension of work 
at all the mills along the Allegheney 
River. 

At most of the mills the shut-down 
was caused by the water coming up 
through sewers and stopping machines 
where a stream of water is kept con- 
stantly running for cooling iron. The 
loss will be greater to thousands of 


employés: who are idle, than to the 


employers, as very, little damage will 
be done to the machinery by the wa- 


ter. . 


Freight traffic on the roads going 
west is completely paralyzed. Not for 
twenty-five years has the Allegheney 
Valley Road been struck so hard by 
stress of weather. Since Tuesday even- 


-ing no trains have been run north of 


Kittaning. The officials expect to have 
the line opened throughout this evening. 
There are large landslides and wash- 
outs near Foxburg end other points 
near Oil City. 

The scene along the Pittsburgh and 
Western Railroad is one of great dee 
vastation. The highways are impas- 
sabie for Wagon traffic. Railroad bridges 
are washed out by the dozen, and no 
trains were run since Tuesday night. 
George W. Stillwagon, who has charge 
of the wrecking crews, said that he 
and his men were never in a more 
dangerous position. than they were in 
clearing the track of the piles of debris 
and getting a wrecking locomotive and 
train of cars on the tracks. 

The roadbed sank in several places. 
It will take weeks of ldbor to get the 
road in good shape again.

Two of the Robbers’ Reost Gang

“News reached here today of a jail- 
break by Lant and Tracy, the mem- 
bers of the ‘Robbers’ Roost’ gang, who 
have been for some time incarcerated 
in the jail at Hahn’s Peak, and their 
subsequent recapture through a fortu- 
nate move of the Sheriff.

“Sheriff Nieman soon succeded in re- 
leasing himself from his bonds, but it 
took* some time to attract the atten- 
tion of outsiders and still longer for 
them to break the lock of the jail so 
as to let him out, so that the robbers 
had .been gone fully an hour before 
a posse was started in pursuit.

Not since the inauguration of Presi- 
dent MeKiniey have so many people 
heen on the Senate side of the Capttol 
as were there today. The galleries were 
packed with people, many of whom had 
arrived at the Capitol ae early ae 9:9 
o'clock in order to obtain seata Fiven 
the diplomatic gallery, which te rarely 
occupied, was filled, among those im it 
being Sefior Mendonca, the Brazilian 
Minister, and party, ex-#eeretary of 
State John W. Foster and Mra. Foster 
and many ladies and gentiemmen from 
‘the foreian legations. 

In a few minutes after the Senate 
convened every Senator who could be 
present was in his seat, and by the 
time Mr. Thurston began his epeech, 
dozens of members of the Mouse were 
either standing or occupying chairs in 
the arena without the semi-circle of 
sea te. 

A jar of roses had been placed on 
Mr. Thurston's desk, but he spoke from 
that of Mr. Hawley, in the center of 
the chamber. His first sentence, that 
he spoke by command of silent lips, a 
delicate and touching reference to the 
lows of his wife on his memorable trip 
to Cuba, commanded instant attention. 
A hush fell over the great audience, 
which hung with almost breathless at- 
tention and interest upon every wo 

Some surprise has been expressed 
that Senator Thurston should appear in 
public prominently so soon after the 
death of Mrs. Thurston, but the first 
sentence of his speech furnished a key 
to h's action. It is true that Mr. Thur- 
ston's speech today, viewed from one 
standpoint, was an unusual proceeding, 
but it was justified by the conditions 
attending it. 

Mrs. Thurston's dying request to her 
husband was that he should lose no 
time on account of her death to do his 
utmost to save and free Cuba and its 
people. In accordance with this re- 
quest, therefore, Senator Thurston sac- 
rificed his personal feeling and deliv- 
ered his speech—a speech that was a 
tribute to the memory of his wife. 

Without knowing the motive which 
inspired 
him to his best efforts, his auditors in- 
stinctively realized and sympathized 
with his emotion. The speech was very 
generally regarded as a masterly one, 
and even those who could not agree 
with his conclusions -conceded —the 
power of his oration. 

As he neared the end of the speech 
his voice, which had been clear and 
ringing, noticeably broke. He was al- 
most overcome with emotion, but ral- 
lied with an effort and closed-in a 
manner that thrilled his audience. 
Staid and dignified Senators turned 
away and wept, and in the galleries 
tears welled to hundreds of eyes. It 
was a remarkable scene, and the still- 
ness until the last word had been pro- 
nounced was as of death itself. 

As Mr. Thurston sank into his seat 
and buried his face in his hands, the 
galleries were swept by such a 
tumult of applause as has not in a 
long time been heard in the Senate 
chamber. As a brother might have 
done, Mr. Allen, Mr. Thurston's col- 
league from Nebraska, walked to him, 
and, placing his arm over his shoul- 
ders, quietly led him. from the cham- 
ber. The act was one of the sponta- 
neous and touching amenities amid the 
turbulence and discord of political life. 

The Naval Appropriation Bill was 
taken up in the House today, and, after 
considerable difficulty, an arrangement 
was made to close the general debate 
at 1 o'clock tomorrow. There was great 
pressure for a time, but the leaders de- 
cided to limit, as far as possible, the 
opportunity for inflammatory utter- 
ances. The debate today was not on 
sensational lines, but every radical ex- 
pression was cheered to the echo by 
the crowded galleries. 

The speeches of Messrs. Dayton of 
West Virginia and Arnold of Pennsy!l- 
vania, both of whom took advanced po- 
sitions in favor of aggressive action to 
stop the war In Cuba, aroused intense 
enthusiasm. Messrs. “Boutelle, chair- 
man of the Naval Committee, and Mr. 
Myer (Dem.) of Louisiana, also a 
member of the commitee, confined their 
remarks closely to the bill and the.ex- 
traordinary emergency which necessi- 
tated the large increase it carried. Sev- 
eral of the other speakers discussed po- 
litical questions.

Men. women and. children 
famishing. Their only appeal! 
comes from their ead eyes, through 
which one looks as through an open 
window. into their agonizing souls 
The Governor of Matanzas «aid he 
eould see no end to thie condition of 
affairs, and could no relief 
exeep! through the United States. 

“The government of Spain will not 
appropriate one dollar to save these 
people,” said Mr. Thurston. “Think of 
the spectacie! We are feeding the» 
citizens of Bpain; we are nursing thei: 
elick: We are saving such as can be 
saved, and yet there are those who 
etill say it is right for us to send food 
but we must keep hands off. I sa, 
that the time has come when muskets 
ought to go with the food. 

“] shall refer to these horrible things 
no further. They are there. God pity 
me; I have seen them. They will re- 
main in my mind forever—and this is 
almost the twentieth century. Christ 
died 1900 years ago, and Spain is a 
Christian nation. She has set up more 
crosses in more lands, beneath more 
skies, and under them hes butchered 
more people than all the other nations 
of the earth combined! 

“Europe may tolerate her existence 
as lone as the people of the other world 
wish: God grant that before another 
Christmas morning, the last vestige of 
Spanish tyranny and oppression wil) 
have vanished from the Western Hem- 
isphere.”’ 

Discussing the remedy which should 
be applied, Mr. Thurston said: 

“T counseled silence and moderation 
from this floor when the passion of 
the nation seemd at white heat cver 
the destruction of the battleship 
Maine; but it seems to me the time 
for action has now come. Not action 
in the Maine case. I hone and trust 
that this government will take action 
on the Cuban situation entirely aqut- 
side of the Maine case. When the 
Maine report is received, if it be found’ 
that our ship and our sailors were 
blown up by. some outside explosion 


we will have ample reparation with- 


out quibble or delay; and if the explo- 
sion can be traced to Spanish official! 
sources, there will be such ¢wift and 
terrible punishment adjudged as will 
remain a warning to the world for- 
ever. 

“What shall the United States do, 
Mr. President?’ 

For answer, Mr. Thurston, as a Re- 
publican, turned to the last national 
platform of his 

“Our platform,” said he, “demands 
that the United States shall actively 
use its influence for the independence 
of the island. I am not there to criti- 
cize the present administration. I 
yield to no man living in my respect, 
my admiration for, and my confidence 
in the judgment, the wisdom, the pa- 
triotism, the Americanism, of William 
McKinley. 

“When he entered upon his adminis- 
tration, he faced a difficult situation. 
It was his duty to proceed with care 
and caution. It was the plain duty 
of the President of the United States 
to. give to the Liberal ministry of 
Spain a reasonable time in which to 
test its proposed autonomy. That time 
has been given. Autonomy is conceded 
the wide world over to be a conspicu- 
ous failure. Sagasta is powerless, 
Blanco is powerless to put an end to 
the conflict and to rehabilitate the 
island or reljeve the suffering, starva- 
tion and distress there. 

“The time for action has then come. 
No greater reason for it can exist to- 
morow than exists today. Every hour's 
delay only adds another chapter to 
the awful story of misery and death. 
But one power can intervene—the 
United States of America. We cannot 
refuse to accept this responsibility, 
which the God of the universe has 
placed upon us as the one great power 
in the New World. What shall our 
action me?” 

Mr. Thurston briefly adverted to the 
propositions of recognizing the ‘elliger- 
ency or the independence of the Cubans.,. 
only to say that it was too late for 
either. 

Mr. Thurston paid a high tribute to 
the government for the work it has 
accomplished in preparing for any 
re. and, speaking of Congress, 
said: 

“We are not in session to hamper or 
cripple the President; we are here to 
advise and assist him. Congress can 
alone levy taxes, and to this Congress 
the united people of this broad land 
from sea to sea, from lake to gulf, look 
yaaa their wishes and execute their 
w 

“Mr. President, against the interven- 
tion of the United States in this holy 
cause there is but one voice of dis- 
sent—that voice is the voice of the 
morey-changers. They fear war—not 
because of any Christian sentiment 
against war and in favor of peace, but 
because they fear that a declaration 
of war, or the intervention which might 
result in war, would have a depressing 
effect upon the stock market.”’ 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Thurston referred to a statement pur- 
porting to have been made by Mr. 
Hale of Maine, in an interview, to the 
effect that the President, in the present 
emergency, had been swept off his 
feet. When ‘Mr. Hale ‘ater entered 
the chamber, and had his attention 
called to the statement, he interrupted 
Mr. Thurston to say: 

“The Senator has referred to an a}- 
leged interview, quoting me as saying 
that in the present emergency the 
President had been carried off his feet. 
I not only did not say anything of the 
kind,

correctly represent my views. I 
believe the President has heen emi- 
nently wise and calm in this whole 
Cuban matter.’ 

As Mr. Thurston neared the end of his 
speech he became noticeably excited. 
and his utterances became the more 
impassioned. The peroration. was. bril- 
liantly ; delivered. Almost at the in- 
stant ef the conclusion of the speech 
his voice broke with emotion, and he 
finished with difficulty.

made against the committee. The 
committee, he said, patrioticaily and 
earnestiy labored to meet all the ex- 
traordinary demands, and as a result 
of infinite pains, had reported the 
bill, With this preface, Mr. RBoutelle 
entered upon a detailed explanation 
of the bill and the increase and ex- 
traordinary provisions it carried. In 


the course of his remarks 
to what he termed an ‘extraordinary 
slander” upon himself, which appeared 
in a New York paper yesterday, charg- 
ing him with responsibility for the 
lack of engineer officers in the service. 


. MR. MYERS ON SHIPS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—At the 
conclusion of Mr. Boutelle’s remarks, 
he attempted to arrange a time for 
closing the general debate. He sug- 
gested 5 o'clock tonight, but there was 
a chorus of protests, whereupon he 
moved that the committee rise for the 
purpose of fixing the time at which 
the debate should close. The motion 
was hotly contested, but it prevailed 
by a@ narrow margin of 93 to 98, sev- 
eral Republicans voting with the 
Democrats, Speaker himself 
marched through the tellers. When 
the committee rose, Mr. Boutelille 
moved thag general debat@ close at 5 
o'clock. 

Mr. Richardson (Dem.) of Tennessee 
moved to amend the motion by mak- 
ing the hour 4 o'clock tomorrow, but 
the chair declined to recognize the 
motion, accepting the statement of Mr. 
Boutelle that he intended to move the 
previous question on the motion. The 
latfer was put after several sharp par- 
liamentary wranglings. The motion 
for the previous question was defeated 
by 91 to 

Thereupon, Mr. Boutelle demanded 
the yeas and nays for the purpose of 
putting on record the. Republheans- whe-| 
refused to vote to sustain his motion. 
Before roll call was conciuded a com- 
promise was reached, by which it was 
agreed that the general debate should 
close at 1 o’clock tomorrow, the ses- 
sion of the House to be extended until 
6 o'clock tonight. This arangement 
was ratified, and then the debate pro- 
ceeded. 

Mr.- Myer (Dem.) of Louisiana, one 
of the members of the Naval Commit- 
tee, then took the floor. Mr. Myer, 
after referring to the extraordinary 
circumstances under which the Naval! 
Bill came up for consideration at this 
time, said that the threatened war, if 
such must come, would not be on the 
land, but on the sea. Our army re- 
quired no addition to place us in a 
position of defense. It is large enough 
for peace purposes, and can easily and 
quickly be expanded in event of war. 

“But,” said he, “you cannot impro- 
vise a navy, even with $50,000,000 or 
$100,000,000 placed at the discretion of 
the President. You may have an am- 
ple supply of officers, yet even these 
require experience in the handling of 
ships and in habits of command. Nor 
can you make a sailor as quickly as 
you can a soldier. Still less can yous 
improvise a man-of-war’s crew with 
a thorough knowledge of all discipline 
and training to make them effective in 
a sea battle. A battleship or armored 
cruiser is not built in a day, any more 
than Rome was—not even in the old 
days of wooden ships, could a war 
fleet be improvised or built expedi- 
tiously. 

“It is obvious that to wait for a war 
and to await naval preparations ua- 
til war actually arrives, in the hope 
that a disparity in naval force can be 
speedily corrected, is an idea unworthy 
of rational and patriotic men. It is 
the very acme of human folly. So 
much has been said in the press and on 
the stump about the ‘new navy that 
the public have grossly overestimated 
its fighting capacity. True, I :.ay as- 
sert, that the ships we have are of 
the best, and our personn?]l] activ>, kcen 
and equal to the highest traditions of 
their predecessors. It is. indeed, a 
powerful navy compared with the hest 
fleet of wooden shins shat the United 
States or any other nation ever pos- 
sessed, but it is far inferior to the 
present navies of France, Germany and 
Russia. It is a very small navy com. 
pared with that of Great Britain. It 
is inferior to that of Italy, a country 
nearly bankrupt, with, about one-third 
f our population, and. still more in- 
ferior in wealth and the interests she 
may be called on ‘to defend. 

“There are only four battleships of 
the first class; and two of the second 
lass. One of these, the Maine, now 
lies. at the bottom of Havana Har- 
sor, the victim, probably, of an as- 
assin’s foul act, whose _ instigators, 
whoever they may be, evidently took 
no thought from the words of the 

English statesman, that ‘assassination 
‘as never changed the history of. the 
vorid.’ . Now, then, we have only five 
yattleships left. We have five more 
of the first class now being built. and 
these, the Secretary tells us, will not 
be ready for service, before the !atter

WASHINGTON, March 24.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The San Pedro Har- 
bor fight took on a new phase today. 
Senator Stewart offered the following 
amendment to be added to the Sundry 
Civil Bill after the California harbor 
appropriation item which went to the 
Committee on Commerce: 

“And the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized to contract for the construc- 
tion and completion of a breakwater 
at the harbor of San Pedro and another 
breakwater at the harbor of Port Los 
Angeles, and apply the money hereby 
appropriated pro rata upon such con- 
tracts, provided he can contract with 
a responsible party for the construc- 
tion and completion of both break- 
waters at the locations and in accerd- 
ance with the plans and specifications 
of the board appointed under the act 
aforesaid, and in accordance with such 
regulations and further specifications 
as the Secretary of War may make, 
and at a cost for both breakwaters not 
exceeding $2,900,000, as provided in said 
act.”’ 

If the original proposition that the 
rairoad build the Santa Monica break- 
water should fail, a pledge will be given 
that the railroad will furnish all needed 
money to build the harbor. A poll of 
the Senate Appropriation Committee by. 
Senator Perkins indicates that the San 
Pedro appropriation will stay in the 
Sundry Civil Bill, and as Senator Frye 
said today that he had made the fight 
for Santa Monica and lost, and would 
not press the fight any further, there 
seems little hope for the success of the 
new plan to defeat the harbor.

INJURED FRUIT BUDS. 


Heavy Damage to Crops by 
peated Frosts. 

There can no longer be any @oubt 
that great damage to fruits has re- 
sulted from the repeated frosts of the 
past few nights, when mercury has, 
according to locality, dropped to from 
26 to 30 deg. above zero, which is 
within three or four degrees of the low- 
est temperature touched during the 
past remarkable winter. 

So long as but one or two nights of 
frost were experienced, there was in- 
dication that the cold had simply had 
the effect of reducing the number of 
buds on deciduous trees, and that the 
crop would be the better for the thin- 
ning-out process, but each night has 
added to the loss of buds, and in some 
localities orchards can be found where 
scarcely a live bud remains. On neigh- 
boring orchards, however, it is hbe- 
lieved enough buds remain to develop 
a part of. a crop, and there are un- 
doubtedly large areas which are unin- 
jured. This is written with especial 
reference to apricots, and enough is 
known, after making due allowance for 
the \fricht: that always follows a frost, 
to detlare that the apricot. drop of 
Southern California is now sure to show 
a marked shortage this year. 

The damage te peaches is much less 
than to apricots, and Is confined chiefly 
to early fruit.

During the past few weeks the ten- 
gion throughout the country has been 
severe, in part because of the delay— 
which of course was unavoidable—in 
completing the Maine inquiry, and in 
part because of the uncertainty as to 
the course to be pursued by the ad- 
ministration with respect to Cuba, 
While there has been but little doubt 
that the administration would adopt 
and adhere to a firm and consistent 
policy, the withholding of the definite 
announcement of that policy has given 
rise to various disquieting rumors, 
and to a fear in some quarters that 


the settlement of the Cuban question 


might be further by diplo- 
matic temporizing. 

The suspense has been relieved by 
the knowledge that the Maine inquiry 
has been completed, and by the au- 
thoritative announcement that the 
President has decided upon a definite 
line of action, which will be laid be- 
fore Congress on Monday or Tuesday 
next. The official report of the naval 
court has reached Washington and is 
now in the hands of the President. 
Within four or five days this report 
will be given to Congress, and to the 
public, together with a message from 
the President defining his views and 
the course of procedure 
which in his opinion should _ be 
adopted. The responsibility for action 
will then rest equally upon the legis- 
lative and the executive branches of 
the government. There is no doubt 
that this responsibility will be met by 
Vigorous and harmonious action on 
the part of the Executive and of Con- 
gress. 

So far from increasing the excite- 
ment, the knowledge that definite and 
decisive action is so near at hand has 
relieved the suspense and his tended 
strongly to allay excitement. The 
American people, though naturally im- 
patient to know all the facts of the 
situation, are caim and confident as 
the crisis draws nearer. They know 
that if war ensues, their cause will be

THE NEVADA GOAT’S FOOL SCHEME. 

Of all the fool schemes designed to 
defeat the appropriation for construct- 
ing a harbor for commerce and refuge 
at San Pedro, that proposed in the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations 
yesterday by William M. Stewart, 
Populist Senator from Nevada, is the 
shallowest, silliest and most idiotic. 
Mr. Stewart offered an amendment to 
the Sundry Civil Appropriations Bill, 
providing as follows: 

“The Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized to contract for the con- 
struction and completion of a break- 
water at the harbor of San Pedro and 
another breakwater at the harbor of 
Port Los Angeles, and apply the money 
hereby appropriated pro rata upon 
such contract, provided he can con- 
tract with a responsible party for the 
construction and completion of both 
breakwaters at a location in accord- 
ance with the plans and specifications 
of the board appointed under the act 
aforesaid, and in accordance with such 
regulations and further specifications 
as the Secretary of War may make, 
and at a cost for beth breakwaters 
not to exceed $2,900,000 provided in 
said act.” 
The aggregate. damphoolishness of 
this proposition—which it is difficult 
to regard seriously—is too apparent to. 
require especial emphasis. To suppose 
that this scheme could be entertained 
by the Committee on Appropriations 
or by the Senate, is to suppose the 
committee or the Senate to be com- 
posed principally of knaves and im- 
beciles. 

There is no hope for two harbors 
in Southern California so close to- 
gether as San Pedro and Santa Mon- 
ica, and any attempt to make two 
will result in our getting none at all. 
The government, through its expert 
agents, has repeatedly decided upon 
San Pedro as the proper location tor 
a-harbor. Nobody desires a hatbor at 
Santa Monica, save Collis P. Ilunting- 
ton and his hired agents. No govern- 
ment engineer has ever made a recom- 
mendation in favor of constructing a 
harbor at Santa Monica. The South- 
ern Pacific Company would be, prac- 
tically, the only beneficiary if a har- 
bor were built in that open roadstead. 
Every proposition for building a har- 
bor at Santa Monica has originated 
with Collis P. Huntingten or his 
agents. In proposing the scheme 
above outlined, Senator Stewart (Pop- 
ulist) of Nevada, merely calls atten- 
tion once more to the fact that he 
wears the Huntington. collar.

TERRIBLE TWINS. 


KEARSARGE AND KENTUCKY 
TAKE SALT WATER... 


Wet-dewn With Campagne, Reuerbon 
and Adam's Ale Precedes the 
Plenge Bath. 


THE LAUNCHINGS A SUCCESS. 


UNCLE SAM CAN BE PROUD OF 
THESE WARSHIPS. 


They Embody the Highest Develop- 
ment ta Naval Cenetrection, 
Great Displacement and Light 
Draft—Big Gene. 


[ASBOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

NEWPORT NEWS (Va.,) March 
The first great battleship launched 
from a private yard in the South ki 
the water in the James River at 
teday, at the immense plant of ¢ 
Newport Newe Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company. At 11:35 a second ship, 
the exact counterpart of the first, ex- 
cept in name, followed. They were 
christened, respectively, the Kearsarge 
and the Kentucky, broad end historic 
names that have just representatives 
in the splendid fighting machines put 
afloat today. 

“The ship of the ration” was launched 
first, and long before the hour an- 
nounced for the ceremony, 18,000 people 
were pushing and jostling around the 
powerful hull of No. 18, ag the Kear- 
sarge was known In the shipyard. Just 
before the preliminary preparations 
were finished, the christening party 
arived and was conducted through the 
vast throng to the gaily-decorated stage 
at the bow of the Kearearge, The party 
was composed of Calvin B. Orcutt, 
president of the Newport News Ship- 
building Company; Mrs. Herbert Wins- 
low, sponsor for the Kearsarge, and 
her maid of honor, Miss Margaret East- 
man of Washington: Miss Christine 
Bradley, sponsor for the Kentucky, 
and her maids of honor, Misses Mary 
Gatewood, Lilian Stege, Sallie Bronston, 
Abbie Ballard and Alice Castleman, all 
of the Blue Grass State; Miss Anna 
Webb of Paducah, Ky.; Mrs. William 
©. Bradley, Gov. Tyler of Virginia 
and staff, and a number of State offi- 
clale of Kentucky; Lieutenant Com- 
mander Herbert Winslow, U.S.N., the 
only surviving son of Capt. Winslow, 
who commanded the famous old Kear- 
sarge in her fight with the Alabama; 
members of the House and Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs, and other 
distinguished visitors from Washing- 
ton, 

A saw severed the pleces that held 
the Kearsarge in place, and the splen- 
did hull started on her journey to the 
water. As it started, Mrs. Winslow 
broke a bottle of champagne over its 
bow and exclaimed clearly and dis- 
tinctly: “I christen thee Kearsarge.” 
As the vessel glided smoothly into the 
river, cheer after cheer went up from 
the crowd, and the shrill whistles of 
the steamers in the harbor welcomed 
the new naval champion to its natural 
element. The cruiser Brooklyn and 
the monitor Puritan, lying out in the 
stream, were the representatives of the 
navy present. 

The christening party then 
to the bow of the Kentucky. This 
ceremony was an exact counterpart of 
the former except that Miss Christine 
Bradley broke a cut-glass bottle of 
water from the spring on the old Lin- 
coln farm,-and said: “I christen thee 
Kentucky!"" Then, as the vessel started 
down the ways, several bottles of Old 
Bourbon whisky were hurled against 
her sides by Kentuckians, who were 
opposed to the water christening. Bot- 
tles of water from the spring on the 
Jefferson Davis farm, in Kentucky, 
were also smashed on the vessel’s sides. 

Both launchings were successful in 
every particular. The invited guests 
and distinguished visitors then boarded 
the steamer Newport News and pro- 
ceeded to Old Point, where the ship-

yard officials tendered a magnificent 


banquet. Covers were laid for 600 per- 
sons. It was entirely informal. Among 
the toasts responded to were: “Ken- 
tucky,.” by Gov. Bradley, and ‘Vir- 
ginia,”’ by Gov. Tyler. 

In his speech, Gov. Bradley declared 
the people of Kentucky “earnéstly de- 
sire that the nation shall intervene to 
prevent further atrocities upon the 
suffering people of Cuba, and, if the 
investigation should justify, to avenge 
the death of our sailors, not by de- 
manding an indemnity in money, but 
an indemnity in blood.” 

Of the ship Kentucky he said: “No 
ship has ever been christened as it has 
been. Not according to the custom of 
pirate Vikings, clad with the skins of 
wild beasts, but with sparkling water 
from the spring which queeesee the 
thirst of him who gave freedom to a 
race and saved our country from de- 
struction. Purity and patriotism have 
today been blended in the christening 
of the ship, which, I predict, will win 
more fame, gather more laurels, and 
accomplish more good than any that 
has ever swept the seas.” 

SKETCH OF THE BOATS. 

There are larger battleships afloat on 
the ocean than the twin sisters, Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky; there are even 
larger armored cruisers in the British 
navy, such as the splendid cruisers 
Powerful and Terrible, yet it is doubt- 
ful whether any prudent naval com- 
mander, even leaving out of his calcu- 
lations that great factor represented by 
the superb fighting qualities of the 
American sailor, would care to venture 
a hostile meeting with one of these 
stee] bulldogs of the seas, for the new 
American battleships embody in their 
design and construction the highest de- 
velopment up to this date in offensive 
and defensive warfare as the great 
game of naval strife would be played 
on the coast line of the United States. 
Into their broad hulls are packed all 
of the engine power, the armor and 
the ordnance that the highest scientifie 
ability is able to concentrate in a float- 
ing structure that is able to seek a base 
of operations, a supply of fuel and am- 
munition, and an opportunity to heal 
wounds received in battle. 

. Larger ships, those of deeper draught 
necessarily, may not enter or attack 
our ports at fighting range, and this 
consideration was always kept in mind 
by Chief Constructor Hichborn when 
the Kearsarge and the Kentucky were 
planned. That is the expianation of 
the fact—a new one in naval design—- 
that these ships with a displacement of 
11.525 tons, draw only 23 feet 6 inches 
of water, less than the armored cruis- 
ers New York and Brooklyn, which 
would not, combined be equal in com- 
bat to one of the battleships. Light 
draught on heavy displacement is 
only one of the many valuable quali- 
ties of the battleships, though by no 
means the least. Save the Indiana 
class, they carry the heaviest bat- 
teries in accord with modern naval 
practice, and with primary batteries 
fully equal to that class they mount 
secondary guns in such fashion as to 
make the combination almost un- 
equalled in naval architecture. The big 
rifles, four in number, are mounted in 
two turrets, One sweeping the entire 
sea from directly ahead, fully half way 
astern, the other with equal range, 
placed so as to command the sea from 
either bow straight astern. These are

of 15-inch caliber, yet the Pritivh navy 
now confines ite to In 
inches the difference seems emal!, yet 
the American gun*has about 25 per 
cent. more power. 

At thie point in the armament of the 
shipe the American designers have 
embarked in bold and enterprising 
experiment, the result of which will 
be awaited with Interest by the whole 
maritime world. Instead of descending 
at one move from the heavy primary 
battery to the small-caliber rapid-fire 
guns, ae ia done in the case of cruise 
it has become the cuetom of nr 
architects to interprose a battery of 
medium-caliber guns. 6 or 8-inch guns 
for instance, and these are placed in 
smaller independent turrets about the 
ship. It occurred to the American de- 
signers that if they could dispense with 
the weighty and space-consuming ma- 
chinery attached to these turrets, such 
as the turning engines and machinery, 
independent ammunition-hoist shields 
and the like, much more engine power 
could be placed In the hull of the ship, 
and much more armor could be car- 
ried. They solved the probiem by rig- 
attaching the emalier turrets, 
eaen two S-ineh rifles, to 
the top of the Die 13-Inch turrets. The 
plan 4 another advantage than 
weight-saving. Theoretically, it tended 
fo a terrible concentration of the fire 
of the ship.

With thie saving in weight, the de- 
signers were able to give splendid ar- 
mor protection to the ships. All of thie 
armor is of Harveyized nickel-stee:, of 
American invention, and the best in 
the world up to date, as is shown hw 
the many Burepean efforts to equal ic 
by, other processes of manufacture. 
“moreover, it is skilfully disposed, so 
as to make every ounce of steel count 
for the protection of the crew. The 
big turrets are 17 inches thick tn front, 
diminishing in thickness to 15 inches in 
the rear, where they are leas Mable to 
be struck, because in action the guns 
are supposed always to be turned to- 
ward the enemy. The smaller turrets 
above, for a like reason, vary in thick- 
nese from 11 to 9 inches. To make sure 
no stray shot strikes the ammunitiog 
hoists leading from the magazine te 
the turrets, the former are inclosed 
in tubes of hardened steel 15 inches in 
thickness, Mounted in this fashion the 
suns are almost invulnerable from the 
8-inch rifles, mounted high in alr with 
good range and capable of piercing the 
walls of most armored ships at fieht- 
ing quarters, to the big 13-inch euns 
that can project their armor-piercing 
shot a dozen miles across the sea, 

The combination battery is supple- 
mented by a numerous auxiliary bat- 
tery of smaller guns . on every 
convenient point of the superstruc.- 
<All are .rapid-fire or machine 
guns, for the Navy Department has 
eee by the lessons taught n the 
war of the terrible 
power of guns of this type. About 
four motions suffice to load, discharge 
and reload one of these guns, and in 
rapidity of fire they are equal to 
three of the ordinary navy breech- 
loading. guns. The largest are 56-inch 
ealiber, fourteen im all, sheltered he- 
hind six-inch steel walis. and sep- 
arated one from another by two-inch 
steel walls to minimize the effects of 
an exploding shell in any compart- 
ment. Then there are six-pounders, 
one-pounders and Gatlings, mainly for 
the warm recetpion of hoetile torpedo 
hoats, or to clear a deck or an open 
perthole or earthwork. To facilitate 
this, some of the machine guns are 
placed high ifn the military tons, 
a they can rain bullets down be- 
ow. 

To protect the hull which carries all 
of this offensive power, sixteen and 
oneshalf inches

heavy bulkheads are disposed to pre- 
vent any shot that may enter from 
traversing. The engines, the vitals of 
the ship, are covered by an arched 
steel two and three-quarter inches 
thick, placed on an angle calculated 
to deflect and throw upward any pro- 
jectile. 

Under that deck Iles 10,900-horse 
power of boilers, engines, and other

» Kearsarge and the Kentucky 
are 368 feet in leneth: 72 feet 5 inches 
beam, and 23 feet 6 inches draft. They 
carry normally 410 tons of coal, but 
may take aboard 1210 tons, and 511 of- 
ficers, sailors and marines are fre- 
quired to navigate each of them.

This is now boxed and ready for trans- 
portation to Omaha, where sufficient 
space has been engaged to give Cali- 
fornia her proper standing among the 
States. While Oakland slumbered, Los. 
Angeles has been hustling, and this is 
also as usual. 


ALLEN PAYS A FINE. 


Last of the Pilfering Grocery Clerks 
Released, 

After lying in jail for seventeen days,

CUNSUMPTIVE INSANE, 


STATE BOARD OF HHALTH FT 
SING TO THEM. 


Committee Viett the Several 


State aed Wake Report, 
Which Will Be Presented to the 
Leatsiatere With a Recommen- 
dation. 


The State Board of Health ts consid- 
ering a scheme to segremate the con- 
sumptive patients from the other in- 
matos of the insane asylums of the 
State. The board recently appointed 
a committee consisting of Dr. D. D. 
Crowley of Oakland and Dr. R. W. 
Hill of this city, to investigate the 
question. 

The committee visited the asylum at 
Highiand Wednesday and will visit 
the asylums at Napa, Folsom, Stockton 
and Ukiah next month. 

“The investigation thus far.” said Dr. 
HIN last evening, “indicates that about 
10 per cent. of the insane patients in 
State inetitutions are consumptive. 
These patients cannot be controlled as 
sane petients can. We think wth them 
the discase is more communicable be- 
cause the needful eanitary regulations 
with reference ,to the disposition of 
eputa cannot be enforced 

“We wish to find out how many of 
the patients are actually consumptives, 
and to that end will have examinations 
of the sputa of all suspects made by 
the microscopist of the State Board of 
Health. 

“We intend to find out the exact 
number of ccnsumptive insane pe 
tients in all the State inetitutions and 


present a report on the same to the. 


next Legislature with a recommendea- 
tion that enough money be appropri- 
ated to bulld a separate consumptive 
ward for each institution, or elee to 
build one ward to which all consump- 
tive insane may be taken. 

“My personal view is that it will be 
cheaper to build a separate ward for 
each inetitution instead of one central 
consumptive ward for all of them, for 
the latter course would ,involve the 
payment of large sums for the trans- 
portation of consumptive patients. 
However, it is our intention to leave 
that to the discretion of the Legisia- 
ture. We think that a suftable con- 
sumptive ward could be built at each 
institution for about $10,000, or that 
a single building for all such patients 
could be put up for $50,000 or be 900,008."

“Resolved, that these resolutions be 
spread in full upon the minutes of the 
board, and given to the press for publi- 
cation, and that a copy of the same be 
sent to the family of the deceased.”

The local real estate market contin- 
ues dull and lifeless. There is an ind's- 
position to close trades, even when ne- 
gotiations have progressed almost up 
to the point of making a deposit. 
There is little disposition among hold- 
ers of inside business property to shade 
prices, but even here buyers are not 
quite so anxious as they have been 
during the past few months. 

THE SAN FRANCISCO MARKET. 


It is perhaps something of a satis- 
faction—although a negative one—to 
know that the real estate market in 
408 Angeles is in as healthy a condi- 
tion as in any of the principal cities 
of the United States, and shows more 
activity than is displayed in many of 
them. For instance, the following re- 
marks regarding the real estate market 
in San Francisco are from the Finan- 
cial Letter of that city: 

“In San Francisco the effect of the 
disaster has been felt in causing a dis- 
inclination td make investments, and 
this sentiment of prudence or timidity 
has been increased by the disappoint- 
ment at the failure of San Francisco 
to get any considerable portion of the 
Klondike rush. Under all of these con- 
ditions and the feeling of discourage- 
ment which exists, some moneyed men 
are disposed to hold back, in spite of 
low prices for realty, in the hope -or 
expectation of still further shrinkaees 
in values. 

“This absence of speculation is fur- 
ther apparent from the smallness of 
the loans being made on real estate, 
even here in San Francisco. The fact 
was noted last week in these columns, 
and since then has become even more 
accentuated. 

“The same Causes are operating as in 
the case of sales. Porrowers as well as 
buyers are scarce. If these conditions 


- continue the savings banks will find 


themselves in an awkward dilemma. 
They will either have to reduce the in- 
terest rate on loans or diminish July 
dividends. 

“The reduction of interest is not re- 
garded with favor under the necessity 
of paying heavy taxes on mortgages. 
Money will rather be allowed to re- 
main idle, and its earnings be small. 
The savings banks are in a difficult po- 
sition as investors of funds. The as- 
sessment of town, municipal and. schoo] 
5 per cent. bonds has rendered them 
unprofitable, the moment for lending 
on country lands is unpropitious, and 


_thelocal demand has well-nigh ceased.” 


TEMPLE STREET. 

The matter of the Temple-street 
grade is again being agitated. At a 
recent meeting of the Northwestern 
Improvement Association it ‘was re- 
ported that the cable company was 
anxious for the property-owners to 
agree upon & compromise grade for 
the street, and the company would be 
willing to assist, provided electric cars 
could be operated, as the company 
intends to electrize the line as soon 
as such grade shall be established. 
This was considered very favorable, 
as the former management vf the road 
had opposed such improvements. The 
property-owners on Temple street are 
rapidly signing the petition for the 
compromise grade, and at the present 
rate it will not be long before a major- 
ity is secured. 


NORTHWESTERN BOULEVARD. 
Efferts are still proceeding to in- 


, augurate the construction of the bou- 
' Jevard along the route of the Santa 


Monica electric line. The question has 
now narrowed down to one whether 
or not a slight diversion should be 
made in the route, inside the city lim- 
its.

It looks as if 
this boulevard would soon be an ac- 
complished fact. 
ROAD SURFACING MATERIAL. 
Apropos of boulevard building, the 
advantage of using decomposed gran- 
ite, such as has been placed on the 
Sunset boulevard, for half a» mile west 
of the Sisters’ Hospital, is at present 
attracting some attention. San Ber- 
nardino county is utilizing a deposit 
of this same decomposed _ granite, 
which is found at the head of Et- 
clid avenue, near North Ontaria It 
packs as hard as rock, is not suscepti- 
ble to rain. Improvements are to be 
made, so that a more extensive use of 
this material will be possible, and it 
is expected that before long all the 
roads in San Bernardino county, to 
which this rock can be conveniently 
transported, will be covered with it. 
The Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county would do well to look into this 
question. A road composed of this 
material is not only far pleasanter to 
t it will last much longer, and 
erefore be cheaper in the end..

A “PROJECTED SMELTER” UNDER 
A CLOUD. 


The Copper King Mine of Fresno 
County—Panamint—Virginid Dale 
Placers—Cheap Ore Reduction. 
Mistakes in Buying Mining Ma- 


Encouraging reports continue to be 
received from the leading mining 
camps of the Southwest. This is espe- 
cially the case with Randsburg, where 
steady development work is going for- 
ward. 

ANOTHER SMELTER FAILURE. 

In referring to the various smelter 
propositions that have been before the 
public in Los Angeles during the past 
few months, The Times has on several 
occasions expressed doubts as to the 
solid character of the enterprises, and 
has advised its readers to wait until 
work should actually begin on one or 
more of them before getting ore ready 
for shipment, 

it now appears that one of the most 
pretentious of these schemes—for the 
construction of a smelter at San Pe- 
dro—has struck a snag. Two of the 
promoters of the enterprise have fied 
from justice, and now are wanted in 
Riverside county for swindling. 

Thus another “proposed smelter” has 
gone to join the large number of those 
which have preceded it. 

The Times would again call attention 
to tho fact that it takes a large amount 
of money to establish and successfully 
‘un a plant for the smelting of ores 
containing the precious metals. It is 
not merely the building of a smelter 
and the purchasing of ores from day to 
day, but large quantities of ore must 
be stacked up and held until a suffi- 
cient amount of each variety is ob- 


sible. Some of the big smelter com- 
panies of the country have a capital of 
a million dollars or more, and it would 
be of little use to start a smelter in 
this neighborhood with a smaller cash 
capital than $250.000. 

COPPER KING. 

Little has been heard of late in Los 
Angeles about the Copper King mine 
of Fresno county. It will be remem- 
bered that two years ago the Los An- 
geles Petroleum, Smelting and Mining 
Company, with headquarters in this 
city, controlled the Copper King, under 
bond. After a year’s work they saw a 
fortune in sight, but, as in the case or 
many other rich mines, one or two 
over-greedy stockholders started in to 
freeze out the others..Then when the 
first large payment ®n the mine came 
due it found the directors all fighting 
among themselves, and resulted in the 
loss of the mine to the company. Twvo 
Englishmen then purchased the Copper 
King of its original owner, and have 
steadily been developing it since... Re- 
ports recently received from the mine 
state that it has developed into a mag- 
nificent property, there being alreaay 
over 15,000 tons ot ore on the dump. 
‘At the 160-foot level tnere is said to ve 
a solid body of high-grade ore. As the 
side line of the claim is approached 
the size of the vein increases, the line 
of the lode running into an adjoining 
cldim, which holds out promise of he- 
coming as big a bonanza as the King. 

A large smelter is to be built at once 
to run on King ore. his ore averages 
from 12 to 13 per cent. copper, carry- 
ing about. $10 in gold and several 
ounces of silver. English financial ;a-° 
pers have recently had several articles 


a close English corporation. 

Dr. Bryant of Los Angeles, who wes 
interested in the Petroleum, Smelting 
and Mining Company, controls over 
two-thirds of the outside claims arcund 
the King. He has done the regular 
assessment work on these properties, 
and is prepared to undertake develop- 
ment work on them, as he helieves 
them to be richer than the Copper 


King itself. 
PANAMINT. 

Reports of rich strikes in the Pana- 
mint country have caused quite an exo- 
dus to that section from the Rands- 
burg district.. Some quartz glittering 
with free gold has been brought in 
‘from Panamint, and a considerable 
quantity of oré from that section, run- 
ning from $70 per ton up, has been 
handled at the Johannesburg sampling 
works. 

It may be that Panamint will before 
long become once more the busy and 
bustling mining camp which it was 
twenty-five years ago, when Senator 
Jones was operating there. The cost 
of reduction work has been so greatly 
decreased since then that ores may now 
be profitably handled which were at 
that time considered worthless. 

VIRGINIA DALE. 

Reports of rich veins in the placer- 
mining section of ‘Virginia Dale, in San 
Bernardino county, continue to he re- 
ceived. One man and his. brother, 
with a dry washer, are said to have 
take out $300 in gold in less than thircy 
days. This is not so big as some of 
the Klondike strikes that we read 
about, but, then, it doesn’t cost a thou- 
sand dollars to get. to Virginia Dale, 
nor does it coet $5 a day to live there. 
If hydraulic mining could be success- 
fully introduted in that section, the 
output of gold would doubtless be large. 

A REVOLUTION IN MINING. 

Speaking of low-grade ores, the Min- 
ing World has been much interested 
during the past week in the news 
which comes from the East to the ef- 
fect that Thomas Edison has perfected 
an invention upon which he has been 
working for a number of years and 
which it is said’ will enable him to 
mine ore Which contains as little as 
$1.25 worth of gold to the ton. In an 
interview, Edison says: 

‘In mining gold I shall employ sub- 
stantially the same process that I am 
now using for mining iron. When I 
speak of mining, it is not in the sense 
that the term is generally used. The 
day of the old-fashioned miner — the 
man who digs the ground with a pick— 
is past, so far as I am concerned. I 
have no use for him. My mining is all 
done by machinery, and it does the 
work after a fashion that is practically 
automatic, too. Not a man touches a 
piece of iron ore that we are taking out 
of the ground here; nor does a man 
touch even the finished product, the 
briquettes of iron, unless by accident, 
after they are dumped into cars for 
shipment. Not a human hand touches 
either .the ore or the briquettes at any 
stage of the process. 

“When we run at full capacity, about 
five thousand tons a day, the entire 
force in all departments of our works 
will not exceed 250 men. That means, 
of course, that our automatic machin- 
ery takes the place of several thou- 
sand men. The men we employ are 
not miners; they are machinists, engin- 
eers, and laborers, and their work is 
simply to start the macninery, to 
watch it while it works and 
to make repairs. It has got to be so 
to mine low-grade ore like ours, which 
yields only about 26 per cent. iron, and 
sell the product at the low prices 
quoted now. It. could not possibly pay 
if manual labor were employed.” 

An eastern dispatch also states that 
Mr. Edison is about to close a deal

- CHEAP MINING AND MILLING. 

Meantime, apart from Mr. Edison’s 
discovery, the cost of mining and mill- 
ing ores has been wonderfully reduced 
during the past few years. Following 
are statistics, showing the exact cost 
of mining and milling gold ore, by the 
Baliol Mining Company, Sutter Creek, 
Amador county, of which S. R. Porter 
is superintendent. They are taken from 
the Mining and Scientific Press:

Cost of mining and 
milling ..... $2533.42 or 6Cc per ton 
It. is to be noted that there was no 
special effort to make and record: the 
above was an ordinary 27% days’ york. 
The mill is a forty-stamp one, each 
stamp weighing 1000 pounds. with a 4- 
inch drop, 102 drops per minute, with a 
9-inch die. It is also to be noted that 
forty stamps in 27% days crushed 5885 
tons of ore—an average of 5.35 tons 
per stamp per twenty-four hours—a 
high duty. The ore was excavated 
from an open cut, 75x125 feet, from 
which it was dumped into a chute and 
trammed 700 feet to another chute. 
where it was a@gain trammed 800 feet 
to the ore bin at the mill, the ore being 
handled twice and trammed a distance 
of 1500 feet. 


MISTAKES IN MINING MACHIN- 
ERY. 


Last week The Times commented 
upon the grave errors that are made 
by so many mine managers in putting 
up machinery that is not adapted to 
the class of ore which is to be worked. 
The following remarks from the Mining 
and Scientific Press are pertinent: 

“Many mistakes are made in the pur- 
chase of mining machinery, the chief 
cause lying in the fact that the pur- 
chasing parties are too eager to get 
the machinery on the ground before 
they have demonstrated what they can 
count on fer an output, or by the pur- 
chase of machinery which jis not re- 
quired on the. property and wiil not -do 
the work required of it. As a rule, the 
fault lies with the purchaser. The first 
thing to know is what the mine con- 
tains. Tests of the ore should be care- 
fully made at various stages of the 
property’s development, all of which 
should be carefully noted and recorded. 
Not only should the value of the ore 
and all its contents be ascertained. but 
in every instance the owner should 
know in what form the mineral oceurs. 
After this has been done, and a suffi- 
cient amount of ore is taken out and 
exposed to justify the purchase of ma- 
chinery, unless the owner ig well in- 
formed himself, or has a practical man 
of experience with him, he could do no 
better than to go to a responsible min- 
ing machinery manufacturer and lay 
the facts before him, when, in the ma- 
jority of cases, he would get the proper 
machinery and be able to successfully 
work his mine. Milling, concentrating, 
smelting and refining are each ad- 
juncts of mining, and yet few ordinary 
mine-owners are sufficiently acquainted 
with these adjuncts any more than a 
millman who-has spent many years in 
that business is a first-class mining 
operator. But the manufacturer of 
mining machinery has a varied experi- 
ence in his business. He is called upon 
to put machinery into ail kinds of 
mines, and the safest way to do, unless 
one is oneself @ practical millman, is 
to enlist his attention and avall oneself 
of his experience. In that manner Gne 
may often turn a worthless enterprise 
into a profitable investment. But the 
first rule is to know that one needs ma- 
chinery and that the property wif jus- 
tify or demand its erection.”

Crops and Markets. 


O. MORE rain has fallen since last 
N week, and ther? is, at this writing, 

very little outlook for any. The 
ettuation is becoming somewhat serious 
to those who have stock to feed, and 
to those whe depend fer an income on 
@ grain crop. 

Reports of severe damage to the fruit 
crops by frosts in the central and 
nerthern parts the State are con- 
firmed. In some sections it Is said that 
the frult has been entirely destroyed, 
Should these reports prove to be well 
founded, there should be increasing 
firmness in the dried-fruit market. 

The orange market weaker all 
along the line. This is due in part to 
consignments, and co the fact that fruit 
arriving is showing considerable decay, 
which is disappointing, as it was gen- 
erally believed the markets would 
strengthen at this time. 

The local citrus union of «Redlands 
and Harmon K. Pratt, the broker of 
that place, have been squabbling in 
the papers. as to which fs responsible 
for low prices. The secrete*y of the 
Citrus Union claims that Mr. Pratt has 
been bearing the market, while Mr. 
Pratt ofters to meet the foe in public 
debate. He says: 

“As I believe many growers would 
like to Knew the why and es of 
many things and see inside a little, and 
as he has sulscribed himself as secre- 
tary of the Citrus Union, and thinks it 
is high time I am showed up publicly, 
therefore, I would challenge the sec- 
retary to meet me in public debate at 
the Auditorium, where I will undertake 
to prove that the course of the Citrus 
Union lost the growers of Redlands 
$100,000.

The fact is, as staited 
in this department last week, the grow- 
ers outside of the exchange have had 
@ rather severe lesson this season, 
which many of them will profit by. 
Even those who do not care to join the 
exchange will try to make some kind 
of combination with other growers. 
For instance. in Highland. which is 
generally considered to he the cream

Pomona Fruit Exchange, 

N THE souvenir edition of the Po- 

mona: Progress-- which, hy the way, is 

a very handsome and artistic publica- 
tion—a description is given of the Po- 
mona Fruit Exchange, which was or- 
ganized in’ 1898, to da away with the 
system of selling oranges and lemons 
on commission. Secon after its organ- 
ization, the Pomona exchange became 
a part of the system of. regulir'y in- 
corporated exchanges which were or- 
ganized throughout all the oranse- 
growing sections of Southern Califor- 


nia. The Progress says: 
“By compelling outside: dealers ta 
buy, and by the steadiness—and yet 


not exorbitance—of the prices which it 
has established, it has demonsirated 
that the uncertain and meager returns, 
and too often no returns at all, which 
the growers received, were owing to 
competing and cut-throat modes cf dis- 
tribution in the markets, rather than 
to over-production. It has also ceni- 
onstrated that if the growers would 
all bececme members of the exchange 
system market would aiways be 
steady and remunerative, while the 
consumer would never be obliged to 
pay. exorbitant prices; for the spirit of 
monopoly does net prevail among the 
tillers of the soil.” 

Last year the entire expense to the 
members of the Pomona exchange, of

HE recent ecld snaps have fur- 
nisicd ancther lesson—although this 
was searcely needed—in regard to 
the folly of the indiscriminate pianting 
of orange trees in Southern California, 
often in sections which are far from 
safe, and where frest is a visitor every 
few years.

LIVE STOCK. 


MARKED increase in the value of 

live stock on farms is reported 

from almost every section. of the 
country to the Agricultural Depart- 
mentx. In a bulletin issued this week 
it is announced that the total value of 
all kinds of live stock on farms showed 
an increase on January 1, of $236,162,- 
859, or 14.27 per cent., aS compared with 
the corresponding date last year. Farm 


horses increased in value $25,713,011; 
mules, $6,729,972; milch cows, $65,573,- 


853; oxen and other cattle, $194,567,213; 
sheep, $25,700,191, and swine, $8,078,639. 
The horses numbered 13,960,911, a de- 
crease of 403,756: milch cows, 1,584,886, 
a decrease of 100,841; oxen and cattle, 
29,264,199, a decrease of 1,244,211, and 
swine, 39,779,993, a decrease of 810,283. 
On the other hand, sheep, numbering 
3,765,696, showed an increase of 838,319, 
and mules, numbering 2,257,665, an in- 
crease of 42,011. The increase in value 
of farm animals generally, in spite of 
the decline of their number in most 
instances, points, of course, to a note- 
worthy increase in prices inuring to the 
benefit of the farmer. .

country, and the year’s productions of 
eggs should be 13,750,000,000 eggs, worth

DENVER’S CARNIVALS, 


TALK ABOUT FESTIVAL OF MOUN-/| 
TAIN AND PLAIN, 


The Celebration Had the Effect of 
' YJnerensing the Deposits in a 


Single Bank by $1,C000,000—Mas- 
querade Features not Objection- 
able, Says Secrctary McNamara, 


John McNamara, secretary of the 
Festival of Mountain and Plain of 
Denver, Colo, since the inception of 
that annual event in 1895, is at Ter- 
minal Island, where he hes taken a 
cottage. 

“Tha idea of the Festival of Moun- 
tain and Plain grew cut of a bountiful 
harvest in 1895,"" said Mr. McNamara 


to a Times representative yesterday 
when asked about the carnival. “lt 
seemed an excellent time to have a 
celebration, and so in September of 
that year the question was first se- 
riously. consiaered. 

“There were cnly thirty days in 


which te make preparations, but plans 


matefiaiized rapidly, and the affair was 


a great success. At the start it was 
desired to have a suitable name for 
the carnival, and so the committee did 
as I am told your Los Angeles com- 
mittee did in 1894. A prize was offered 
for the best name, and numerous suzg- 
gestions were received. The name 
adopted seemed to be the most appro- 
priate. Denver, you know, is at the 
foct of mountains, and is called the 
‘Queen of the Plains.’ Its mountain 
products furnish means for a _ large 
proportion of its industries. At the 
same time the country about there 
has its plains and their products. 
“On the first year, as on the succeed- 
ing ones, the carnival lasted for three 
days. The chier feature of the first 
day's parade were the floats and other 
things representing Colorado products 
exclusively, fand the floral division, 
gotten up somewhat like the floral 
parade in your Los Angeles fiestas. 
“The second day has been each year 
devcoied to the masquerade features. 
The parade would commence at ] p.m. 
From then till the close of the parade 
at 3 p.m. no one would be allowed in 
the street: that is, not on the side- 
Walk, without a mask. From 3 p.m. 
promiscuous masking on certain streets 
only would be allowed until 6 p.m., 
when all masks must disappear... Last 
fall, for the first time, there was a 
masquerade ball on the evening of 
that day. This ball was held on a part 
of a street carpeted with canvas and 
specially lighted for the occasion.

{AT THE COURT 


ROGERS ROBBERY TRIAL. 


A MISSING MUSTACHE PREVENTS 
POSITIVE IDENTIFICATION, 


Witnesses for the Prosecution Be- 
come Somewhat Mixed—The De- 

’ fense Will Try to Establish an 
Alibi. 


The trial of Joseph Rogers for rob- 
‘bery began yesterday before Judge 
Smith. The offense with which he is 
charged was committed at Downey on 
June 30 last year. F. M. Hardy, a far- 
mer, who lives alone, was robbed by 
two men who secured $12.50 and a 


pocket knife. 
A man called at Hardy’s house about 


wagon doubletrees. He said that he had 
broken his own and had to leave his 
wagon in the road. Hardy. expressed 
hts readiness- to accommodate the 
stranger, and started out to his wagon 
to get,the doubletrees. 

When he had gone a little way from 
the house the man seized him by the 
throat. A confederate came up and 
struck him a blow on the head that 
dazed him. The men went through his 
pockets and after taking everything of 
value that he had rode away on horse- 


‘back. 

© Suspicion fastened upon Joseph Rog- 
pr and he was arrested. When taken 
before Hardy he was only partially 
identified ag one of the robbers. The 
likeness was complete except for the 
lack of a mustache, and this defect 
was readily accounted for on_ the 
theory that Rogers had shaved. 

‘Rogers has since run the gauntlet of 
legal prosecutions. Soon after his ar- 
rest he was discharged on his prelim- 
inary examination. He was then rear- 
rested, and this time was held on pre- 
liminary examination, but when the 
case came into the Superior Court for 
trial it was dismissed by Judge Smith 
on motion of the District Attorney for 
lack of evidence. His arrest for the 
third trial was caused a short time 
ago. when it was claimed that impor- 
tant new evidence had been discovered. 
Rogers was then again held for trial 
at his preliminary examinattion. 

The evidence produced at the trial 
yesterday was not of a very stable 
kind. F. M. Hardy, the man who was 
robbed, could ‘hot be positive in his 
identification of Rogers as one of his 
assailants. The absence of a mustache 
bothered him. He also thought that the 
-robber’s hair was lighter than Rog- 
ers’s, but readly fell in with the sug- 
gestion that 1t might have been col- 
ored for the occasion. Several other 
witnesses for the prosecution who were 
sunposed to furnish the connecting link 
in the chain of evidence against Rogers 
pitiably mixed on cross-examina- 
tion. 

The defense will attempt to prove 
an alibi. Several witnesses will testify 
that they saw Rogers at Fullerton, 
fifteen miles from Downey, where he 
lives on a farm. the evening that Hardy 
was robbed. One witness, Mr. Jen- 
nings, testified that at 3 o’clock of the 
day the robbery occurred Rogers was 
with him helping to raise a fiag pole 
at Fullerton for a Fourth of July cele- 
bration., The case will be continued this 
morning. 


REBUTTAL TESTIMONY CONTESTED 


Evidence of an Independent Flow in 
Wileox and Laughlin Buidings. 
-It is the beginning of the end of the 
city’s suit against the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company et al., for 
the putting in of rebuttal testimony 
has begun. But ‘the introduction of this 

evidence is hedged by difficulties. 

As indicaited on several previous oc- 
casions, the defense set up by the de- 
fendants was a destructive and not 
constructive one. The measurements 
taken of and along the Los Angeles 
River on behalf of the city, and which 
tended to show a certain condition of 
things, were met by measurements 
made by defendant’s engineers. These 
latter made it appear that the infer- 
ences drawn by the city from its set 
of measurements were not infallible, 
and must be either wrong or capable of 
other explanation. There the defense 
stopped, and did not seek to explain 
the peculiarities of the surface or un- 
derflow of the river, nor try to aceount 
for the eccentricities of the plane of 
saturation in acting in a manner alto- 
gether contrary tc what the law of hy- 
drostatics prescribes. 

In order to controvert the measure- 
ments taken by the defendant’s engin- 
eers, and which tended to show that 
an independent flow of water existed, 
the city’s engineers went into the field 
(during the progress of the trial) and 
made other measurements.at the points 
on the river where the defense claimed 
certain mysterious movements of water 
occurred and other physical peculiari- 
ties revealed themselves. Thus armed,: 
City Attorney Dunn and Mr. Scott res- 
terday began to put in their téstimony 
to rebut the allegations of the defense, 
but were met at the offset with an ob- 
jection. made by Mr. Chapman, that 
was repeated upon almost every ques- 
tion being put to a witness. 

Counsel for the defense contended 
that the plaintiff had said certain ac- 
tual facts existed, and the defense had 


introduced evidence to rebut those 


dusk and asked to borrow a pair of.

facts, but the plaintif? was not to be 
allowed to go outside the allegations 
of its own case to rebut the assertions 
of the defense. Mr. Chapman argued 
long and earnestly upon this, proposi- 
tion, but Mr. Dunn urged that the 
measuremertts made by the defense 
could not be contemplated by him; 
nor could it be supposed that such a 
marvelous state of things would be 
contended for by the defense—such, for 
instance, as the eénormous amount of 
600 inches of water disappearing at 
weir No. 8. He thought that, as it was 
palpably impossible for the city to 
anticipate the defense by taking meas- 
urements along every foot of the river, 
the plaintiff had the right to go to the 
points indicated by defense and show 
either that their measurements were 
wrong, that the deductions from those 
measurements were wrong, of that in 
both premises and conclusion the de- 
fense was hopelessly adrift. 

The court, in passing upon what ac- 
tually constituted rebuttal, did not 
cover all the points raised, and there 
will be, doubtless, a further flow of 
eloquence of opposing counsel today. 
In a measure he did so, however, and 
without siding altogether with either 
side, @n average was struck by split- 
ting the difference, 

But first thing in the morning, when 
court convened, the defense recalled W. 
H,. Perry, president. of the Los Angeles 
Waiter Company. He stated that he 
built the old flume, wheel and water 
system in vogue in 1868. The wheel was 
an undershot wheel, forty feet in di- 
ameter, and the wooden pipes—the only 
part of the system which witness did 
not build—were 6 and 8 inches in diam- 
eter. The fall in the fiume ‘was from 
4 to 6 inches in 8 feet. Witness pro- 
ceeded to state that in building the 
Los Angeles. Theater, water was struck 
underneath the stage. Mrs. O’Neil, who 
built the property, tried to keep the 
water down by putting in a cement 
flooring. but failed. She then sunk a 
well, and put in pumps to pump the 
water into th® sewer, and about that 
time witness bought the property. He 
stated that the pumps had been Kept. 
te he since. A somewhat similar 

stance was stated with. 
to the Philadelphia brewery. a 

James C. Drake, a son-in-law of Mrs. 
Wilcox and a resident in Los Angeles 
for twenty-one years, testified that he 
was an ex-United States naval officer 
and had a knowledge of hydraulic en- 
gineering. He stated that he superin- 
tended the erection of the Wilcox build- 
ing, corner of Spring and Second 
streets. While the excavation was be- 
ing made for the foundation of the 
chimney—this foundation heing lower 
than the ordinary foundation of the 
building—a flow of water was en- 
countered. It flowed so freely that a 
pump had to be put in to keep the ex- 
cavation dry while a concrete floor 
could be put in.’ Witness noticed that 
the water percolated through the soil 
from the Burdick Block, on the north- 
east side of the Wilcox site. At the 
Laughlin Block, also, witness _ stated, 
within the last two weeks water had 
flowed in on the foundation. A well 
was dug thirty feet down and from it 
infiltration pipes were carried through 
the soil so as to drain off into the well. 
Mr. Drake estimated the daily flow into 
hase well at about four thousand gal- 
ons. 

On cross-examination witness said that 
his-mother-in-law was not the largest 
holder of stock in the Los Angeles 
Water Company, Banker Hellman oc- 
cupying that position. 

After Engineers Eaton and Haw- 
good had been recalled to testify to 
one or two facts, the defense announced 
its case as closed. 

H. S. Crowe was the first witness 

called by the plaintiff in rebuttal. He 
testified to having taken all of the levels 
of the Los Angeles River, as delineated 
on the map exhibited to him by Mr. 
Dunn. He also took levels in the 
holes that had been dug at intervals of 
500 feet along the course of the river. 
- Upon City Attorney Dunn seeking to 
introduce this profile map of the sur- 
face flow of the river, objection was 
made by the defense. Mr. Chapman 
urged that the questions raised by the 
map ought to have been raised in the 
opening of the case. Mr. Dunn con- 
tended that the defense had asserted 
that there were decreases in the flow 
at various points on the river, and the 
plaintiff had a right to combat those 
assertions. During the morning Sen- 
ator White had introduced a map to 
show a certain state of things, which 
the map offered tended to combat and 
disprove. 

After .a prolonged discussion Judge 
York sustained the objection of the de- 
fense, holding that the map at that 
stage of the proceedings in rebuttal 
would be merely comulative evidence. 
Other maps were sought to be intro- 
duced, with the same result, save in one 
instance. 

Bradford Wheeler, who had pre- 
viously testified on direct examination, 
stated that he had been in the field 
taking elevations and watching the 
in the sand _ blow-off 
ditch. On March 21 witness 
measurements at the two stand pipes, 
sunk by defendant’s engineers, near the 
infiltration pipes, and in which the 
water was found to. rise in the one 
farthest from the river to the greatest 
height. The tabulations of the witness 
were stipulated in. | 

Engineer F. Eaton being called testi- 
fied that the bubbling in the stream 
alluded to by Mr. Lorraine was by no 
means continuous and was caused by 
the fine sand moving and falling 
through. With reference to the state- 
ment made by Engineer Hawgood rel- 
ative to the contours crossing the 
stream, witness said that such might 
be and no water be yielded to the river; 
it is when running parallel to the 
stream that a flow of water to the river 
is indicated. Being asked regarding 
the escape of 600 inches of water at 
weir No. 8, witness said that it is not 
possible for water to escape when the 
plane of saturation is above the river 
on each side and in contact with the 
river underneath. This, Mr. Eaton tes- 
aes. is actually what exists at weir 
Yo. 8. 

Engineers Hawgood and Purcell had 
testified, in substantiation of the con- 
tention of the defense, that the San 
Gabriel River disappears, reappears 
and then disappears again, and witness 
stated that he had made some measure- 
ments in the San Gabriel Cafion. That 
river where wide has less of a surface 
flow of water than where contracted 
and narrow, their being more voids in 
the wide section, and they have to be 
supplied, and for that reason the sur- 
face flow may disappear altogether in 
places. The same condition exists at 
Lytle Creek and for the same reason. 
When the saturated plane subsides the 
river drops, the latter being dependent 
upen, and fed by, the former. 


BURKE WILL ESCAPE. 


Granted a New Trial, but Will not 
Be Prosecuted. 


H. F. Burke, the East First street 

bicycle dealer who was convicted of 
petty larceny a féw days ago, will 
escape punishment after all. Burke's 
attorney appeared before Justice Young 
yesterday afternoon with a bunch of 
affidavits, stating that new witnesses 
had bene found favorable for the de- 
fense. Justice Young decided that their 
evidence Was of sufficient importance 
to the defendant to warrant tthe grant- 
ing of a new trial, and did grant the 
defendant’s motion made to that ef- 
fect. 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Willts, who prose- 
cuted the case, was thrown into any- 
thing but @n amiable frame of mind 
when he heard of this decision, and 
he will decline to prosecute the case 
again. Burke is therefore reasonably 
certain to escape. 

Burke sold a bicycle to B. R. Parker 
on the installment pian.

VALLEY ROAD OPENING. 


Arrangements to Celebrate it by an 
Excursion to Bakersfield. 


A communication has been received 
from G. W. Luce, assistant general 
freight and passenger agent of the 
Southern Pacific Company, in answer 
to a request from Secretary Zeehande- 
laar, saying that the best rate his com- 
pany could make for the association ex- 
cursion to Bakersfield on the opening 
of the Valley road to that point would 
be one and one-third fare for the round 
trip, or $8.60, provided fifteen or more 
passengers travel on one ticket in each 
direction. The Pullman Palace Car 
Company refuses to make any reduc- 
tion at all in its charges, so that the 
fare, with Pullman car accommoda- 
tions, will be $11.60.

This question is one of 
Vital importance to every large jobber 
in San Francisco, and the opposition 
that will afise to thwart the efforta of 
large eastern houses W hich have sent 
their representatives out here to de all 
in their power to have the existing dif- 
ferences in rates on carioad and less 
than carlead lots reduced to the emall- 
est possible percentage, if.net atryol- 
ished entirely. will be exceedingly bit- 
ier. The matter, which toe these net 
acquainted with the situation may net 
seem of paramount importance to the 
people of the Coast, Ie thus, as de- 
scribed by the San Francisco Call: 

‘The merchants of Chicago, St. 
and cther laree distributing centers 
want no difference In the rate® on car- 
Joad lots and the rates on smaller ship- 
’ ments: and the greatest concession they 
are willing to make is the acceptance 
of a freight schedule providing less 
than carload rates that are at the most 
mot over 5 cents per hundred pounds 
Richer than the rate on carload lots. 
This means that the retailers. of the 
. Coast will be supplied directly by east- 

rn houses. which with the difference 
in rates once abolished, will be enabled 
to shut the large jobbers entirely out 
of the field. 

“When the freicht representatives ar- 
rived here this morning they were ac- 
companied by a delegation of gentle- 
men representing large eastern buasi- 
ness houses and manufacturers who 
have been sent out here for the express 
purpose of working together, and, if 
possible, defeating the efforts of the 
local merchants to preserve the at pres- 
ent existing rate. Among these wise 
men from the East were A. J. Valand- 
ingham and F. N. Johnson of St. Louis 
and J. J. Wait of Chicago. Valanding- 
ham is the commissioner’ of the St. 
Louis freight bureau. Johnson is inter- 
ested in the Simmons’ Hardware Com- 
pany of the same city, and Wait is at- 
tached to the Spencer & Bartlett Hard- 
ware Company of Chicago. 

“To offset the wire-pulling of these 
gentiemen the large San Francisco job- 
bers sent down this evening a delega- 
tion composed of Brace Hayden of the 
Dunham, Carrigan & Hayden Com- 
pany: W. R. Wheeler of Holbrook, Mer- 
rill & Stetson, and A. C. Rulofson and 
Wakefield Baker of Baker & Hamilton. 
When these Greeks of trade come to- 
gether before the freight bureau a tug 
of war will result which will either 
stretch the opportunities of the local 
houses to greater elasticity or snap 
the thread of their existence entirely. 

~The present difference in the trans- 
continental rate per 100 pounds on car- 
load lots and less than carload lots 
ranges from 10 to 25 cents. The east- 
ern jobber wishes this done away with 
so that he can send his travelers 
through the State to deal directly with 
the small retail men, and thus ignore 
completely’the big wholesale jobbers of 
San Francisco and other large Coast 
receiving points, thus adding to his al- 
ready large profits the gains which are 
the rightful spoils of the local whole- 
salers. -The lecal man wishes the rates 
preserved as they now are, and weuld 
be glad if the difference between large 
and small shipments was doubled or 
trebled, as it serves as a sort of protec- 
tive tariff to shield him from outside 
competition. To make the matter clear, 
while the distinction in rates makes 
it impossible for the small dealer to buy 
in the East, yet it allows the big job- 
ber who receives his goods in im- 
mense consignments to sell at a rea- 
sonable figure to the Coast trade and 
still make a profit. 

“The eastern men claim that the 
abolishment of the difference in rates 
would prove of great benefit to the Pa- 
cific Coast at large, as it would allow 
every dealer, no matter how small, to 
ignore the middleman and purchase 
where he pleases and at an advantage, 
as he would be able to reserve to him- 
self the profits which now go to local 
jobbers: and competition, by reducing 
the price at which the goods would be 
retailed, would gradually bring the 
commodities to the people cheaper than 
they are now by just as much as the 
profits of the local jobbers amount to.

GUANO POACHERS DOING A THRIV- 

Fetite E@erts to Derive Them Of. 
thamber of Commerce 


Arrival of the Pinta—YWovements 
of vitios. 


SAN March 24. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The Lower California Develop- 
ment Company end the Mextean government 
are about te make one more attempt to drive 
the mosquito fleet from the peninsula const 
The fleet consists of a lot of small schooners 
and sioops, mostiy hailing from thie port, 
which make regular trips down the ter 
guano. They do not go through the formality 
of calling and clearing at Eneenada and pay- 
ing the royalty to the company, which owrs 
the franchiee. Hence the anxiety. 

The guano poaching has been carried on 
profitably for years. It is eaid that the géeniis 
who first discovered and deve'oped the busi- 
hes®t wes Oscar Bartels, a pirate. Bartels, a 
Russian Fin, has acquired a reputation from 
La Par to Aloska as the prize pirate of the 
coast. He raided Guadalupe Island and ma- 
reoned a lot of goat-«kinners there, jeavine 
them with scaut provisions and robbing 
of their pelts. He stole boats from various 
ports and solid them at others. He made ex- 
cursions to the South Sees, and hed a number 
of romantic adventures. He stole the schooner 
Star of Freedom from San Francisco Bry, 
sailed her down the coast and was wrecked 
near La Pas. being captured and serving a 
number of years at La Pag and Eneecnada. 

his mfan saw, with a pirate’s keen visicn, 
the money to be made in guano poaching. 
lie operated awhile, until the taste for some- 
thing stronger than guano led him to Alaska, 
where he is reported to have killed an Indian 
women and solid whisky to her male relatives 
contrary to law. Others took up the guano 
business. and now there is a fleet of ten cr 
twenty small vessels regularly bringing th> 
fertilizer to this port. Most of it is shipped 
to Riverside, to replenish the richness of the 
orange orchards. The guano imparts a rich 
color to the fruit and revitaiizes the soil, 

Rut the lower California Development Com- 
pany has held a coricession on the business 
from the Mexican government. and i« not 

leased to see the best guano deposits robbed 

y the Yankees. So it has tried, fey: ral 
times, to stop the trafic. On one occasion 
the steamer Carlos Pacheco was sent in pur- 
suit of the poachers, but by some mischance 
the guano people caught sight of the steame-: 
before the latter sighted the schooners. And 
they flitted past and got out beyond the 
three-mile limit before the steamer could 
eatch them. Now it is a fact that the steamer 
is commanded and manned by Yankees, but 
there is nothing to prove the insinuation that 
the boys on the Pacheco were not anxious tc 
catch their countrymen on the s-‘hooners ana 
turn them over for a term of from cn t») 
five years in a Mexican prison. 

The company is now trying another plan. 
It is fitting out the gasoline schooner Jese- 
phine, Capt. Hultman, and wi!l soon send her 
on a cruise around the guano islands and 
along the coast. If there are any poachers 
there, they will have to hurry th) the high 
seas or be seized. Mexican customs officers 
will go on the Josephine to make the arrests. 
But one difficulty in arresting guano poachers 
is the difficulty of catching them. They cin 
run to sea about as fast as the schooner 
Josephine can, and the poachers have deve'- 
oped a wonderfully keen eyesight. 

The only vessel down the coast at present 
is the schocner Francine, Capt. Osterhaus. 
If the Josephine goes down immediately, Yhe 
Francine is likely to have a narrow escape 
from being seized.

The testimony of the father was in brief | 
as follows: His son and himself arrived at 
the Parvin place about noontime, going di- 
rectly to a smal) shop where a meal was soc 
prepared. Parvin was seen, upon their ar- 
rival, at work in a corral. Dinner was fin- 
ished within a half hour. While he, the , 
witness, was cleaning up, the defendant left 
the buiiding. He next aaw his son aad Par- 
vin talking. After cleaning the dishes, he 
went to Work repairing a door. Hearing the 
loud noise of Parvin's vojee, he stepped cut- | 
Bide the shop. His son was then on the | 
Outside of the corral, standing against the ' 
fence. He heard Parvin say “I'll let you 
know that ! am running this rench, and | 
I'H run yot off here with everything that | 
gou have.’’ Parvin then rau sapidly in a | 
threatening manner toward his sco, with a | 
hammer to his right hand and a saw in his | 
left hand. Parvin struck at his son. who | 
was etil] on the outside, with both heads. | 
He called to the men ‘‘not to have any fight- | 
ing or trouble on the ranch.” 

At this point the witness’s memory began | 
to fail. He stated that he was standing 
about twenty-five feet from the quarreling 
At the time Parvin approached his | 
gon in a threatening manner, he didn’t know | 
whether his son was Struck or not. He 
gaw his son pick up a stick on the outside

Exceptional Cold May Hart Crops. 
Supervisors’ Special Session. 
RIVERSIDE, March 24.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] The exceptionally cold weather, 
considering the lateness of the season, has 
done great damage to the deciduous fruits 
throughout this section. The apricot crop is 
practically destroyed, and the cherry trees 
have suffered severely. The navel orange 
trees began to bud recently, and much of the 
new growth in the more exposed sections has 
been frozen. That this will materially affect 
the size of next year's crop is generally con- 
ceded, although it ‘s as yet impossible to esti- 

mate the amount of damage done. 

The mercury dropped several degrees be- 
low the freezing point Tuesday night. 
Wednesday night wes not so sold. Today has 
been warm and clear, and little fear of further 
frosts is expressed.

CHINAMAN HELD UP By WHITE 


MAN AND NEGRO. 


They Choked and Beat Him and Re- 
lieved Him of Forty Dollars—De. 
tectives Unable to Get a Clew to 
the Miscreants., 


Black, white and yellow are the 
three colors that figured in a robbery 
at the far end of Temple street last 
Tuesday, but the detectives bave kept 
the matter very quiet up to the pres- 
ent time.

Then ali of a 
sudden the passengers pounced upon 
the luckless Celestial and choked and 
beat him into subjection, after which 
they rifled his pockets and made away 
with about $40 in cold cash. 

The robbers, after completing their 
work, made off ‘cross-country, leaving 
the Chinaman almost dead, but more
